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REPORT ON CODE OF CIVIL PROCEDURE REVISION 


(The following was written by Judge Spencer A. Garp of Iola, a member of 
the Judicial Council, for publication in this issue of the Bar Journal. 
Justice Rosert T. Price, 
Chairman, Kansas Judicial Council. ) 


For many years the Bar Association of the State of Kansas has actively 
advocated a study and revision of the Kansas Code of Civil Procedure. 

The changes made in the revision of 1909 related chiefly to joinder of 
causes of action and the substitution of appeals for the old bill of exceptions 
and petitions in error. Otherwise the Code is very much the same on its face 
as the Field Code adopted by the Kansas Territorial Legislature in 1859. 

It would appear that after a hundred years of Supreme Court interpretation 
and experience with it in a vastly changing economy, the Code should be and 
is in need of a complete overhauling. Those who work closely with civil pro- 
cedure appreciate the need for revision. 

Opinions have differed as to the best method of achieving the desired end. 
Some have thought that the Supreme Court in the exercise of its inherent power 
should assert its natural authority and restore unto itself, independently of the 
legislature, the responsibility of making its own rules for the judicial branch, 
leaving to the legislature those areas in the Code which involve substantive law. 

Others have thought that the whole job of revision, including the substantive 
aspects of the Code, should be done by a supreme court commission appointed 
pursuant to an enabling act, with final adoption depending entirely on legislative 
action or legislative right of veto. This is the approach taken by the Association 
in recent years. The legislative history of the effort is well known. 

The effort on behalf of a supreme court commission having been given full 
play over the years and the enthusiasm for it having waned through repeated 
failure, interest recently turned toward the Judicial Council as the proper body 
to undertake this project. 

The Council is clothed with complete statutory authority to undertake the 
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task of code revision, just as it had done prior to 1939 in its work in bringing 
before the legislature the Probate Code and in sponsoring its adoption. 

In 1959, the Judicial Council accepted the challenge of this undertaking and 
adopted a resolution to ask the legislature to grant to the Council additional funds 
to finance it. Approval of the Legislative Council was procured, and at the 
1960 Budget Session the legislature made available to the Judicial Council 
additional funds in the initial amount of $15,000.00 in order for the work 
to get started. As soon as the money was made available, plans were formulated 
by Judicial Council action, and Earl Hatcher of Topeka was employed to 
carry the major responsibility of research, drafting, and reporting. At the same 
time the Council named an advisory committee to work with Mr. Hatcher. 
Judge Spencer A. Gard of Iola, a judicial member of the Council, was named 
as chairman of the committee. The members of the committee are: former 
district judge A. K. Stavely, of Lyndon; Emmet A. Blaes of ‘Wichita; Leonard O. 
Thomas, of Kansas City; George Templar of Arkansas City; and Raymond F. 
Rice of Lawrence. 

The Judicial Council does not, and could not if it wanted to, usurp unto 
itself judicial authority in the field of procedural rule making, or legislative 
authority in matters involving substantive law. The position of the Council is 
and must be that it can act only in the capacity of studying the subject with 
the thoroughness which it deserves and presenting to the Supreme Court, the 
Bar and the Legislature when the job is complete, its recommendations. 

The Advisory Committee has had five meetings with Mr. Hatcher and has 
already made substantial progress. The subjects of process and pleadings have 
been thoroughly explored and it should not be too long until Mr. Hatcher and 
the committee are able to make a partial report to the Judicial Council and 
to the lawyers of the State. At present it is contemplated that the Judicial Council 
Bulletin may be used as a means of presenting the material to the lawyers for 
their examination and suggestions. 

There is, of course, considerable interest and speculation as to what extent 
resort may be had to the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure as models for the 
Kansas revision. It can only be said at this point that where experience with 
the Federal Rules has shown that they have worked well on the federal level 
and would meet the needs of the Kansas practice, they will be drawn upon 
to the full extent that they may contribute to the overall quality of the work. 

Eventually all of the material covered by Chapter 60 of the General Statutes 
of Kansas will be scrutinized, both with respect to the purely procedural aspects 
and with respect to the substantive law that is found therein. The plan contem- 
plates that the procedural provisions of the work will be clarified, simplified, 
and restated or amended, and included in a single article. It is also contemplated 
that the subject of evidence will form the subject matter of another separate 
article and that material relating to remedies, statute of limitations, and various 
forms of actions and special proceedings bearing on the substantive field will 
be appropriately classified into separate articles. 

The Judicial Council invites suggestions and recommendations from lawyers 
and judges in the state. 
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CHIEF JUSTICE PARKER ELECTED BY NATIONAL CONFERENCE 


Chief Justice Jay S. Parker of the Kansas Supreme Court was elected a member 
of the Executive Council of the National Conference of Chief Justices August 27, 
1960, at its Annual Meeting in Baltimore, Maryland. 

This is a signal honor for Kansas, since there are only eight members of the 
Executive Council. The members of the Executive Council are elected by 
the Chief Justices from the fifty states of the Union and the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico. 


FIRST ELECTION OF SUPREME COURT JUSTICES ON SEPARATE 
JUDICIAL BALLOT AT GENERAL ELECTION IN NOVEMBER 


Kansas voters at the general election on November 8, 1960 will, for the 
first time, have an opportunity to vote for or against justices of the Kansas 
Supreme Court under the constitutional amendment which was adopted by 
the people at the general election in 1958. The amendment was submitted 
to a vote of the electors by the legislature and approved by the electors after 
having been fostered, recommended, and supported by the Bar Association of 
the State of Kansas. 

Recent inquiries have indicated that a large percentage of Kansas electors 
do not understand the method of voting under the amendment. Therefore, 
it would seem to be the duty of members of the Kansas bar to explain the 
voting plan to, and encourage voting under the new system by, their clients, 
acquaintenances, friends, and the general public. 

The amendment, in part, provides in substance that not less than sixty days 
prior to the holding of the general election next preceding the expiration of 
the term of office of any justice, he may file in the office of the secretary of 
state a declaration of candidacy for election to succeed himself; and if such 
declaration is filed his name shall be submitted at the next election to the 
electors of the state on a separate judicial ballot without party designation. 
The amendment further provides that if the majority of those voting on 
the question vote against retaining a justice in office, the position or office 
which he holds shall be open upon the expiration of his term of office; otherwise, 
he shall, unless removed for cause, remain in office for the regular term of 
six years, from the second Monday in January following such election. 

The terms of only two justices of the Kansas Supreme Court will expire 
in January, 1961. These are the terms of Chief Justice Jay S. Parker and 
Justice Clair E. Robb. Each of these justices has filed in the office of secretary 
of state a declaration of candidacy for election to succeed himself. 

Secretary of state Paul R. Shanahan has prepared the form of the separate 
judicial ballot required by the amendment, and a sample of the same reads 
as follows:

Since Kansas lawyers are largely responsible for the adoption of the plan 
for the nonpartisan selection of justices of the Kansas Supreme Court, they 
should have interest in seeing that the plan produces the benefits which they 
intended. This can only be achieved if the general electorate is fully advised 
as to the method of voting under the plan, and actually vote. 
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TIME CARD BLOTTER

Now after more than two years daily use of the Time Card Blotter, we have 
found it to be a labor-saving, time keeping system that not only eliminates all 
copying but also helps us to realize a 100 per cent return on time and advice. 
It has proven itself worthwhile in many ways and we believe other lawyers 
will find it workable and a definite fee builder. It is not complicated and is 
quite easy to use. 

The tablet is designed especially for the law practice, although it is adaptable 
to other professions in which time is a factor of importance. The tablet or 
“Blotter” consists of several pairs of pages. One page is a perforated original, 
the other is a carbon. The printing making up the form resembles an ordinary 
time card, with the blank spaces for the name, date and for start and stop 
time entries. A clock in easy view is an integral part of the system. We have 
found after much experimentation, that the easiest way in the long run to 
determine the amount of time spent upon clients’ work is to make actual time 
entries, usually to the nearest five minutes, which establish with certainty the 
start and the stop time. Sometimes we will leave a client’s job and return to 
it five or six times a day. This is easily indicated on one of the Time Cards, 
simply by writing the time in the start-stop spaces. With such a form, 
telephone calls are easily recorded. 

Several time cards are printed on each page of our Time Card Blotter 
separated by a perforation, with ample space within which to make scratch 
entries. These should be made at the time of occurrence of the transaction. 
At the end of the day five minutes spent in filling in the gaps, if any, and 
computing the elapsed time, completes the record. Some days several pages 
may be used. The completed pages are snapped off the tablet and the incom- 
plete pages are left on the tablet for the next day’s entries. The carbon copy 
is punched for a three-ring binder, where it is filed for future reference, as a 
Day Book Diary, in chronological order, of all transactions for all clients that day. 

The perforated page is placed in the file basket with other papers for filing. 
The file clerk simply separates the time cards at the perforations and places 
each one in its proper client file. They are specially designed and constructed 
so that as they accumulate they may be re-assembled almost instantly into 
file-sized sheets in the client files. The sheets may be fastened to the inside 
of the file folder where they take on the appearance of a book. Thus all 
papers are in one place for ready reference. This is done much faster than 
would be possible if the entries had to be copied. Much of the stenographer’s 
time is saved for other tasks, and the posting is always current. 

The pay-off comes from the time card memos assembled in the client file. 
Assembled in sheets the bulk is at a minimum. Files are not unduly expanded.

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All of the information pertaining to the services rendered, citations, the names, 
addresses, telephone numbers and relevant memos are spread before the lawyer 
as a reminder of what he and his associates have done for the client. At long 
last a place has been found where important “tidbits” may be placed and 
found when they are wanted. We recently saved our client the expense of 
having an abstract made at his own expense, because of a memo we made 
months before, to the effect that the vendor in a telephone conversation told 
us that he would furnish the abstract at his expense. We won a will contest 
on the strength of a memo of a telephone conversation made while testator 
was phoning. The courts give credence to memos made at the time the trans- 
action takes place. The value of these memos is not confined to increasing fees. 
We avoid uncertainty by making scratch entries of practically everything we do. 

And, speaking of fees, we now know how much time we give away. If we 
fail to charge a client, it is on purpose, not because we have forgotten to enter it. 
It may not always be practical to charge a client a fee for telephone conversations 
as such, but we take the time so spent into account in billing. It has made 
us thousands of dollars in recent years. It is amazing how many minutes 
and sometimes hours are spent a month in talking to clients on the phone. 
Before we had our Time Card Blotter, we found the space on “Super-Duper 
Lawyers Time System” was too cramped for such trivia, and we just skipped it. 
In these days of $20.00 per hour rates, a 3-minute telephone interview consumes 
$1.00 worth of time and they add up to profit figures. We know now that we 
cannot afford to ignore the time spent on the telephone. 

Space does not permit listing in detail all the advantages of the Time Card 
Blotter. Time is the lawyer’s stock in trade. If he keeps a start-stop record of 
how he disposes of his “stock” he is apt to make every hour as productive as 
he can. He will waste less time. Keeping such record has great statistical value. 
He can tell whether retainer fees are adequate, when he has an unimpeachable 
record of time spent to show to his client. 

The chronological record, or Day Book Diary portion of the Time Card 
Blotter is a permanent record of what has been done. With it the lawyer 
can actually answer the question: “Where were you at 10:30 a.m. on the 
first Wednesday after the third Tuesday in November in the year 1958?” 
It may not seem important, but cases have arisen where the lawyer with 
start-stop time records could prove the precise time that he or some other 
person was present in his office or called him on the phone, etc. 

Profitable business can be separated from the unprofitable. We discovered 
a partition fee in a fairly large amount, was much less profitable in view of 
the time consumed, than was a small collection matter. It is possible to find 
and stop the leaks, and to eliminate waste and inefficiency. Statistics can be 
compiled from our time records which will enable the lawyer to make a more 
accurate estimate in response to the frequent inquiry from clients: “What 
will this probably cost?” 

There is a word of caution which we would leave with you. The Time Card 
Blotter will serve you well only in return for a certain amount of self-discipline 
and observance of the cardinal rule that he who would have time records must 
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make them himself. It’s like scratching where you itch or like brushing your 
teeth and blowing your nose. It is a task that cannot be delegated. Only 
you know when to glance at a clock and write a start time, and when you 
finish to look at the same clock and write the stop time. Since you know 
what you did and when and for whom, it is up to you to make your own memo. 
If you do this, then and only then may you delegate the remainder of the record 
keeping task to others.

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PROFESSIONAL ETHICS OPINION NO. 14* 


A request has been made for a formal advisory opinion providing guidance 
in the following situation. 

A lawyer is employed to represent a City. He also is a member of the 
Board of Education in that City and has served in that capacity for ten years, 
during which time he has performed legal services for the School District 
although he is not usually employed as attorney for the Board. Against this 
background he accepts employment from various individuals to represent them 
before the Board of Tax Appeals in proceedings to reduce the assessed valua- 
tions on their properties. Though the assessment of property for purposes of 
taxation is a county function, it is conceded that the attack on the assessments, 
if successful, would reduce the taxable value of the property upon which the 
City and the School District make their levies and thus obtain their revenue. 
The City Manager and City Commission consent that this lawyer may represent 
the various taxpayers before the Board of Tax Appeals. The question presented 
is whether Canon No. 6 of the Canons of Professional Ethics is violated. Canon 
No. 6, in part, states: 


“It is unprofessional to represent conflicting interests, except by express consent 
of all concerned given after a full disclosure of the facts. Within the meaning of 
this Canon, a lawyer represents conflicting interest when, in behalf of one client, 
it is his duty to contend for that which duty to another client requires him to 


oppose.” 


The opinion of the Committee is as follows: 

A lawyer representing a municipality may properly accept employment to 
attack the assessments only when to do so will not adversely affect the 
municipality which he represents and is not inconsistent with his previous 
activities in its behalf. The attorney should not oppose the interests of the 
City while representing the interests of the City. The positions are inherently 
antagonistic and this would be so regardless of Canon No. 6. The consent by 
the City Officials is immaterial. No question of consent can be involved 
because the public is concerned and it cannot give consent. 

A lawyer representing a munipicality or occupying an official position by 
reason of election to a Board of Education must be scrupulously careful to 
avoid conduct in his private practice whereby he utilizes or seems to utilize 
his position to further his professional success. The public might well believe 
that the City Attorney and the Board of Education Member would be influenced 
in his public positions by the employment in his private practice. The public 
might well believe that the lawyer is using his public position to influence 
the views of other public officials with whom he associates in close contact. 
The public might also well believe that the knowledge of his representation of 
the City and his membership on the Board of Education would unfairly lend 
weight to his contentions on behalf of his private clients who were appealing

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from their assessments. Finally, the public might well believe that the lawyer 
might be influenced to the disadvantage of his individual clients by his official 
connections. There is an obligation not only to avoid all impropriety, but like- 
wise to avoid the appearance of impropriety to every reasonable extent. 

Under such circumstances a lawyer should decline employment by individuals 
seeking to reduce the assessed valuations of their properties and should withdraw 
from such representation if he has already undertaken it under a misconception 
of his position.

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PROFESSIONAL ETHICS OPINION NO. 15* 


Complaint has been made that certain lawyers have violated the Canons of 
Professional Ethics by participating in the Coffee Club sponsored by the Chamber 
of Commerce in a certain city in Kansas. Investigation disclosed that the 
Chamber of Commerce arranged for its members, both commercial and pro- 
fessional, to meet at a designated hour once in each week in the place of 
business of a host member. The Chamber furnished the coffee, all of the 
necessary equipment for its preparation, and the girls to serve it. At such 
meetings a representative of the host member describes to the other members 
who are present the nature of the host’s enterprise and the contribution which 
it makes to the community. Furthermore, it is anticipated that extensive 
coverage will be given to the proceedings by local news media. 

In the instance in question, it was reported that one of the members of the 
law firm which was acting as host, gave the history of the firm and of its 
previous members and then proceeded to tell of the large number of cases in 
which that firm had participated, together with the counties and states into 
which their practice had taken its members, the number of cases in which they 
had perfected appeals to the Supreme Court, and a description of both the 
expenses of the firm and of the value of its assets. It has not been suggested 
that any deliberate violation of professional propriety was involved in the 
instance described, but an opinion has been requested concerning such practice 
because of the prevalence of such coffee clubs over the state and the likelihood 
that invitations of a similar character may be extended to other firms in the future. 

It is the opinion of the Committee that self-laudatory statements of the char- 
acter described, if made (as reported) in a public or semi-public manner, 
constituted an obvious and flagrant violation of both the letter and the spirit 
of the Canons of Professional Ethics and particularly of Canon No. 27. 

With regard to those statements and comments which were descriptive of 
the legal profession in general and which were explanatory of its problems and 
available services, the Committee recognizes that there may be instances in 
which such information can be properly furnished to the public by individual 
lawyers or firm. We are strongly of the opinion, however, that even in instances 
of this character, it would be greatly preferable for the source to be a state 
or local bar association acting through its representatives as such. In those 
exceptional situations when local attorneys may speak as individuals, concerning 
the legal profession or regarding legal problems (such as those sanctioned by 
Canon No. 40) the limitations placed upon that practice should be strictly 
observed. 

Following our unvarying practice, that member of our Committee who is 
also a member of the bar in the county in question, did not participate in the 
consideration or decision of this matter, even though his own firm was not 
involved.

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THE LAW AND SCIENCE OF QUESTIONED DOCUMENTS 
IN KANSAS* 


By Cares C. Scottt 
Examiner of Questioned Documents 





CHAIRMAN HERMAN SMITH (Parsons): Gentlemen, if you will come to order, 
we will proceed with the morning’s program. 

This morning we are to hear from Mr. Charles C. Scott, who is an expert 
on questioned documents. Mr. Scott is a lawyer, and a legal authority, and 
in the past he has done considerable work in the area of photography and 
photographic evidence. More recently, however, he has specialized in his work 
in the examination of questioned documents, such as identification of hand- 
writing, typewriting, ink and paper by photographic and other scientific processes. 
He maintains an extensive library on crime detection handwriting specimens, 
he has a complete file of specimens of work on all makes of typewriters dating 
back to the invention of the machine itself, the designs of all type faces, dates 
of changes, and so forth. 

Mr. Scott is on the teaching staff of the University of Kansas City School 
of Law, from which he graduated in 1935 and was admitted to the Bar in 
Missouri, the Federal court and other courts. He is a member of the American 
Bar Association, the Missouri Bar, the Lawyers Association of Kansas City, and 
the Kansas City Bar Association. 

Gentlemen, it is a privilege to present to you at this time a true expert, 
Mr. Charles C. Scott, who will talk to us on “The Law and Science of 
Questioned Documents in Kansas.” 

Mr. Scotr: Thank you, Mr. Smith. 

The subject of questioned documents should be of vital interest to every 
lawyer, although frequently I meet lawyers who say they have never had a 
questioned document case, to which I usually reply, “Maybe you think you 
haven't.” 

For in this day and age, there are times when documents should be questioned 
but are left unchallenged. 

I want to try to cover many of the Kansas cases that discuss the law of this 
subject, and at the same time while I am discussing them I want to work 
in a discussion of the scientific examination of questioned documents. I think 
perhaps that we can discuss both the law and the science of the subject 
at the same time. 

To my knowledge at least, the Kansas law on the subject has not been 
collated before this date. Go to the Kansas Digest, for instance, and you may 
have a hard time finding very many cases, but I think I have some 30 citations 
for you on questioned document law.

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DEFINITIONS 


First, let’s consider what a questioned document is, how shall we define it? 
In the broadest sense, a questioned document could be said to be any surface 
having marks. Now that of course is a very broad definition, but when I tell 
you about some of the things that have been submitted to me as questioned 
documents, you will see that the definition, broad as it is, is necessary. The 
usual definition, however, of a questioned document is this: “A questioned 
document is any paper that is disputed in court because of some problem 
regarding the authenticity or the identity of the handwriting, the typewriting, 
the ink, or the paper.” Now that, of course, would cover the usual questioned 
document. 

An examiner of questioned documents, and that is the name by which we 
like to be called, an examiner of questioned documents, then, is one who 
inspects documents to determine their authenticity or identity. Recently, some- 
one asked me if there wasn’t one word that could be used to describe persons 
who do this work. To my knowledge there is no good word standing by itself 
that can be used. We certainly wouldn’t want to be called graphologists or 
graphoanalysts for reasons that will appear later on in my talk. 


LABORATORY EQUIPMENT 


The questioned document examiner must work with a wide variety of scientific 
equipment. While he is a specialist, he still must have a general knowledge of 
several types of scientific instruments. A laboratory must be equipped with 
measuring devices of various kinds, including thickness gages, for testing the 
thickness of paper, devices for measuring the size and dimensions of documents. 
The laboratory must also have various microscopic equipment, not the little 
magnifying glass that Perry Mason or somebody uses, but actual compound 
microscopes, such as the stereoscopic document microscope, which enables the 
examiner to see the document in the third dimension, the comparison microscope, 
which enables him to place documents close together, side-by-side for more 
detailed comparison, and of course the standard laboratory microscope for high- 
powered investigations. 

Then in addition to that, he must have photographic equipment, for today 
the science of questioned documents is quite dependent upon photography. 
The examiner must use photographs, not only to check his opinion, but also 
to demonstrate that opinion, if he is called in court as a witness. So he must 
have special photographic cameras, and highly corrected lenses for the making 
of greatly enlarged photographs even of so small a portion of a document as a 
period of typewriting, which we may enlarge to say 16 by 20 inches. He must 
have a complete photographic laboratory to do the processing for it is desirable 
that when he is on the witness stand he can say that he either made the 
photographs himself, or that they were made in his laboratory and under his 
direction and supervision. 

In addition to that, he must have collections of various types of specimens, 
collections of handwriting specimens for instance, of the different systems that

are taught in schools; handwriting that represents different conditions of writing. 
A file of check protectograph type, so that check protectographs can be identified. 
And of course a complete file of typewriting specimens of all makes of type- 
writers, because, as we shall see, typewriting is a very scientific part of this work. 


CLASSIFICATION OF DOCUMENTS 


Frequently I am asked, what types of documents are most often questioned. 
Well, I would say they are about six in number: checks, notes, letters, wills, 
deeds and contracts. About half of our cases revolve around one of those types 
of documents. The checks, of course, are most frequent. The notes, unsecured 
notes, follow close behind. And the ordinary letters that I have listed as third 
belong about in that place. These first three, you see, are the unwitnessed 
documents, as a rule. And they are also the type of document that would be 
involved in many legal controversies. 

The wills and the deeds and the contracts, at least the wills and the deeds, 
usually are witnessed. The deeds are sometimes notarized, but this does not 
mean they cannot be questioned documents. But perhaps they are not questioned 
as frequently as the first three types. 

Now, there are many other types of documents that are frequently questioned. 
Here are some in my experience, for instance, that can give you an idea of the 
wide class of documents that can be questioned documents: Account books, 
ballots, bank deposit books, bonds, confessions, court records, diaries, doctors’ 
prescriptions, druggists’ poison registers, employment records, hospital records, 
hotel registers, insurance papers, marriage papers, motor vehicle papers, pawn 
tickets, receipts, releases, stock certificates, and time sheets. Nothing unusual 
about any of those. 

Then there is a third class, the unusual questioned document, the document 
that makes it necessary for us to use the broad definition that says a questioned 
document is any surface that may have marks on it. 

Here are some unusual questioned documents, and yet within my experience 
they have been questioned: Art objects, autographs, betting markers, bottle 
labels, cigarette tax stamps on packages of cigarettes, inscriptions on walls and 
doors, inspection tags on machinery, laundry marks, packages, people—yes, 
people—periodicals, tombstones. 

Of course, to detail all of the facts that caused such objects to be questioned 
documents would take our entire hour. The one that you wondered about most, 
perhaps, was the one “people.” Well, there have been instances in murder 
cases when the perpetrator of the crime has scratched with a knife or something 
some words on the body of his victim, and that’s how a person, in one instance, 
at least, can become a questioned document, you see. 

Let us consider first the subject of handwriting, then typewriting, and then 
ink, then paper, and then after discussing each one of those subjects separately, 
let’s see some of the things that we actually encounter in court, some of the 
questions and the answers that the Kansas cases give. 
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HANDWRITING 


First, the subject of handwriting. Of course you all know that to prove 
handwriting in court, it is not always necessary to have an expert witness. In 
Kansas there are three ways of proving handwriting recognized by the courts. 
Arthur v. Arthur, 17 Pacific 187, 38 Kansas 691 gives the three ways in this 
language: “Before a witness can be permitted to testify to the signature on a 
written instrument, when the execution thereof is denied under oath, it must 
be shown, first, that such witness was present and saw the instrument executed; 
or second, that he was acquainted with the writing and signature of the party; 
or third, that such witness is competent to testify to the genuineness of such 
signature by a comparison with other writings or signatures admitted or proved 
to be genuine.” 

In other words, there are three ways of proving handwriting in Kansas. You 
can have an eye witness to it, you can have a lay witness show familiarity with 
handwriting, that is if he can show familiarity; and then as we shall see, the 
third type would be the expert witness who is competent to make comparisons. 


Tue Eye WItNEss 


First as to the eye witness testimony. There are not always eye witnesses 
and perhaps we should not call them eye witnesses, sometimes they are sub- 
scribing witnesses, as well as eye witnesses. 

Now, the contention is sometimes made that if a will is witnessed by three 
reliable witnesses that it cannot be overcome by any other type of testimony. 
But that is not the law in Kansas, or in any other jurisdiction that I know of. 
The leading case in Kansas is Baird v. Shaffer, 168 Pacific 836, 101 Kansas 585. 
This was a will contest in which it was alleged the signature of the testatrix 
was a forgery. There was a judgment for the contestants. The proponents’ 
contention was that the positive testimony of the three subscribing witnesses 
could not be overcome by any mere opinion evidence in the absence of evidence 
tending to show corruption or dishonesty on the part of the subscribing witnesses. 
The testimony that was referred to as mere opinion evidence was the testimony 
of J. G. Shearman, a member of the Kansas Bar and a leading questioned document 
examiner of that day. In overruling the contention of the proponents, the court 
had this to say: “The testimony of attesting witnesses to a will may be overcome 
by any competent evidence [citations]. Such evidence may be direct or it may 
be circumstantial; and expert and opinion evidence is just as competent as any 
other evidence. Indeed where the signature to a will is a forgery and where 
the attesting witnesses have the hardihood to commit perjury, it is difficult 
to see how the bogus will can be overthrown except by expert and competent 
opinion evidence tending to show that the pretended signature is not that of 
the testator but spurious. The rule contended for by appellants would fre- 
quently baffle justice and give judicial countenance to many a high-handed 
fraud.” 
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Tue Lay WYIrNEss 


The second way of proving handwriting is by lay testimony, that is, testimony 
of persons who can show a familiarity with the handwriting of the person 
in question. 

Arthur v. Arthur, supra, is a Kansas case, which illustrates both the proper 
and improper use of this type of testimony. In that case, which was an action 
for specific performance of a contract in which the defendants, husband and 
wife, denied under oath the signature on a real estate bond, the plantiff was 
asked, among other things, these questions: “Are you acquainted with the 
handwriting of Adam Hegelman?” The answer was, “I have seen a great deal 
of the handwriting of Adam Hegelman and am perfectly familiar with it and 
would know it anywhere I would see it.” Then later on it appears that while 
she had seen the handwriting of Adam Hegelman, she had not seen the hand- 
writing of Mrs. Hegelman, and yet she was permitted by the lower court to 
testify as to the genuineness of both the signatures. The court held that this 
brief testimony of hers concerning her familiarity with Adam’s handwriting 
was enough to qualify her to give an opinion on his handwriting but that 
permitting her statement about the genuineness of Mrs. Hegelman’s handwriting 
was reversible error, because she had not qualified to give lay testimony on 
handwriting. 

Strange as it may seem, the decisions even say that a lay person is qualified 
to give a mere opinion on handwriting if he has only seen the person write once. 
State v. Phares, 243 Pacific 266; 120 Kansas 172. That was a note forgery case. 
The court said in that case: “Witnesses are permitted to testify to the genuineness 
of signatures from having seen the name signed once.” 

Of what value would such testimony actually be? 

Other cases involving the lay testimony on handwriting are Burns v. Clark, 
185 Pacific 27, 105 Kansas 454; and Amerine v. Amerine, 280 Pacific 2nd, 601. 


Tue Expert WITNESS 


The third type of witness on handwriting in court of course is the expert 
witness, and the Kansas courts, while not too specific about that, certainly have 
indicated that that’s what they mean and what they meant in the early cases by 
saying that you may prove handwriting by a witness who is competent to testify 
by comparison with other writings. That means of course one who can qualify 
as an expert. 

Now the cases on qualifications of experts on handwriting naturally are con- 
cerned primarily with minimum qualifications. If a man is well qualified, very 
often the qualifications are stipulated and usually, of course, no question is 
made on appeal. So these citations on qualifications then are concerned with 
the fellow who just barely gets by. Believe it or not, almost anybody you might 
say under the cases could qualify as an expert on handwriting. Ort v. Fowler, 
31 Kansas 479, for instance, was a case in which there were four expert witnesses 
who testified that a signature was genuine basing their testimony on a comparison 
with other signatures. The defendant contended that their testimony was error

because they did not show themselves to be technically experts. Actually what 
they were was bankers. They were all experienced bankers who testified that 
they had experience in examining and comparing signatures in connection with 
their work. The court said: “That this kind of testimony is competent, can no 
longer be considered as an open question in this court. It is not necessary 
in order to make a man an expert and qualified to testify as to comparison of 
handwritings that he should have made such comparisons a single specialty. 
It is enough that he has been engaged in some business which calls for frequent 
comparisons and that he has in fact been in the habit for a length of time of 
making such comparisons. Of course the value of such testimony will vary with 
different witnesses and this is a matter to be determined by the jury after 
hearing the witnesses state the extent to which they have been in the habit 
of making such comparisons.” 

Another case involving minimum qualifications was State v. Parsons, 33 Pacific 
2nd 1096, 140 Kansas 157. A check forgery case in which the prosecution pro- 
duced a postmaster and a rural mail carrier as experts on handwriting and 
they qualified by testifying that in connection with their work they had had 
considerable experience in comparing handwriting. The defendant contended 
that this was error because the witnesses were only amateurs, but the court said: 
“If a witness has acquired peculiar knowledge or skill by experience, observation 
or practice on a subject with which the mass of mankind are not supposed to 
be acquainted, he may give his opinion on it. We conclude that the testimony 
of these two witnesses was not incompetent although their experience may have 
been somewhat limited.” 

Of course in important cases today it is usual to employ examiners of questioned 
documents who devote their full time to the work, and as I have said before, 
it is not usual for their qualifications to be questioned. 

Now we have seen that lay testimony is not conclusive. The tesimony of the 
subscribing witness is not conclusive and may be overturned; and so also, of 
course, the expert testimony is not conclusive, but a question for the trier of facts. 

Schnack Estate v. Schnack, 130 Pacific 2nd 591, 155 Kansas 861, was a will 
contest in which expert witnesses testified on both sides and the contestant 
appealed a judgment for the proponents. The appellant contended the testimony 
of one of his experts was absolutely conclusive and insisted on appeal that the 
supreme court should weigh the evidence and reverse the case, if they found 
that the judgment was clearly against the weight of the evidence; but the court 
said: “That is not the rule in Kansas. . . . The rule in Kansas, stated repeatedly, 
is that in a will contest, where there is conflict in the testimony with respect 
to due execution of the will, mental capacity of the testator, etc., and findings 
thereon are made by the trial court, if such findings are based upon substantial 
competent testimony they are conclusive on appeal to this court.” 


STANDARDS OF COMPARISON 


We have said that expert testimony is based upon comparison. That implies, 
of course, that you must have some standard of comparison. In the case of 
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handwriting you must have some specimens of the person in question that are 
genuine and that can be proved or are admitted to be genuine. 

About the middle of the last century in England the law had reached 
such a state that the only documents that could be used as standards of com- 
parison were documents that were already in the case for some other purpose. 
This meant, for instance, that if the defendant denied his signature on a note, 
the only standard that you could use perhaps would be his signature on his 
denial under oath attached to his answer. The result was, of course, that at 
that time it was very difficult to prove handwriting. Of course in criminal 
cases this may have been a good thing, because it was only shortly before that 
that capital punishment was abolished for the offense of forgery, and maybe the 
strictness of the law had resulted from the extent of the punishment. In England 
then somewhere around 1859, they enacted a statute which has also been passed 
in many American states. It’s short, and here’s the way it reads; however, it’s 
not a Kansas statute, and after you hear it, maybe you'll be glad that it isn’t: 
“Comparison of a disputed writing with any writing proved to the satisfaction 
of the judge to be genuine shall be permitted to be made by witnesses and 
such writings and the evidence of witnesses respecting the same may be sub- 
mitted to the court and jury as evidence of the genuineness or otherwise of the 
writing in dispute.” 

Of all the things that we've inherited from England, this, I think, is probably 
one of the worst, for in states that have this statute, there are a multitude of 
decisions trying to clarify it. What does it mean when it says “disputed writing,” 
for instance. Does it have to be the writing that is the central issue in the 
case? What does it mean, you can compare it with any writing? Any writing of 
anybody? Any person? What does it mean when it says “satisfaction of the 
judge?” What does it mean when it says “comparisons may be made by 
witnesses?” Any witnesses? It doesn’t say expert witnesses, and it hasn’t been 
interpreted as meaning lay witnesses, it has been interpreted as meaning 
expert witnesses. 

Thirty-two of the 50 states have handwriting comparison statutes, although 
some of them, I must say, are quite an improvement on that English statute. 

There is no handwriting comparison statute in Kansas. However, in Holmberg 
v. Johnson, 25 Pacific 575, 45 Kansas 197, the Kansas rule was stated thus, on 
what can be used as standards of comparison: “It is the established law of this 
state . . . to permit proof of the genuineness of a disputed signature by com- 
parison with other signatures on other instruments in writing admitted or 
proved to be genuine.” Now they imply therefore that it doesn’t have to be a 
document that is already in the case for some other purpose, but if it is admitted 
to be genuine, or if it can be proved and is proved to be genuine, then it can 
be used as a standard. 

State v. Stegman, 63 Pacific 746, 62 Kansas 476, states that the admission 
must be by the parties seeking to use the standards. But this language isn’t 
clear because if the admission is by the parties seeking to use it, it would not 
be admission. It does also state, however, that the standards may be proved 
to be genuine. 
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Although it is not quite clear, Gilmore v. Swisher, 52 Pacific 426, 59 Kansas 
172, seems to hold that the genuineness of writings offered as standards of com- 
parison cannot be proved by opinions of witnesses. And this is the rule in most 
jurisdictions. In other words, it certainly is very unscientific to have a lay 
witness give his opinion as to whether or not a document offered as a standard 
is genuine. That is placing opinion evidence upon opinion evidence. This case 
by implication, at least, overrules the earlier case of Macomber v. Scott, 10 
Kansas 335. 

Although Kansas does not have a statute governing the admissibility of 
writings as standards of comparison it does have a statute concerning hand- 
writing experts which should be noted. Kansas General Statutes (1949) § 62- 
1427 provides: 


“Persons of skill, or experts, may be called to testify as to the genuineness of a 
note, bill, draft, certificate of deposit or other writing; but three witnesses at least 
shall be required to prove the fact, except in case of a larceny thereof the single 
evidence of the president, cashier or teller of the bank purporting to have issued 
the same, or the maker thereof, may be received as sufficient.” 


This statute has been construed as meaning that three expert witnesses are 
required only when the case rests solely on expert testimony. State v. Foster, 
2 Pacific 628, 30 Kansas 365 (1883). 

Now the problem of obtaining standards of comparison sometimes is a difficult 
one. The ideal standards of comparison in a handwriting case, of course, are 
documents of the same kind and class as that in question, bearing dates close 


to that of the instrument in question and written in the ordinary course of 
business. Specimens written in the ordinary course of business are the best. 

Sources of handwriting specimens are numerous. Some of them are listed in

The following letter avoids long words and nonsense construction: 
My dear Zeb: 

Very soon now tax returns must be made to the United States Department of 
Internal Revenue by the American citizen, whether he lives in New York City 
or Xenia, Ohio. Here are some key pointers: 1. Forms are provided. 2. List 
all dependents. 3. Blind people get extra credit. 4. Employees must list all 
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wages. 5. Get the forms from your company. 6. Jot down expenses. 7. Keep 
a record of donations. (The law allows you 10%.) 8. Persons deducting over 
$1,000 must itemize. 9. Husband and wife can file jointly. 10. Quarterly 
payments must be made by self-employed. The zero hour is coming! What other 
questions can I answer for you? 

Now sometimes what we call volunteered writings are offered as standards. 
A person may say, for instance, when he denies a signature, “I'll be glad to 
write and prove to you that I didn’t write this questioned signature.” Volunteered 
signatures are inadmissible, because, of course, they are self-serving. 

Allen v. Gardner, 27 Pacific 982, 47 Kansas 337, is a case which indicates that 
it is error to permit volunteered writings to be written on direct examination, 
but it seems that the error is cured where the other side on cross-examination 
requests the party to write, thereby adopting the same mode of obtaining speci- 
mens as that he complains of. There are many cases in other states, however, 
which are all in accord in saying that volunteered standards are not proper. 

Another type of standard would be what we would call the request writing. 
If one side wishes to ask the other side to write, then those writings written at 
the request of the other side are admissible in evidence. Such writings were 
involved in the case of In re Estate of Koellen, 208 Pacific 2nd 595, 167 Kansas 676. 

In criminal cases these request writings are usually furnished to the prosecuting 
attorney, for instance, and one rule that is overlooked is the fact that the 
defendant has the right to ask other persons to do some writing for him, just 
as well as to say, it is not a one-sided thing. The defendant may request one 
of the state’s witnesses to write when the handwriting of that witness is relevant 
and the refusal to allow the defendant to obtain such writings on cross-examina- 
tion is reversible error. That is State v. Stephens, 209 Pacific 2nd, 924, 168 
Kansas 5. 

Also, in criminal cases, frequently the defendant or suspect is asked to write 
at the police station, or in the county attorney’s office. If the defendant is a 
minor, the consent of his parents should be obtained. In State v. Steward, 
181 Pacific 2nd 478, 163 Kansas 136, a forgery case, a 17-year-old youth was 
on his arrest directed to sign his name on several pieces of paper without his 
father and mother being informed, without his being advised of his right to 
counsel, and without his being told that whatever he wrote could be used 
against him. Under these circumstances, it was held to be reversible error to 
permit the specimens to be used against him. 


Scope OF TESTIMONY 


Now briefly just what is the scope of the handwriting expert testimony? 
There are two types of testimony relating to the writing itself. One would 
be concerned with the authenticity of the writing; and the second would be 
concerned with the identity of the writer. 

The first question, the authenticity of the writing, is the more certain of the 
two. That is, it can be answered with more certainty than the second, as a rule. 
And that is the usual question, of course, in a civil case. 

The second question, the identity of the writer, is a more difficult one, and 
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a question that predominates in criminal cases. But very often it is possible to 
form an opinion as to the identity of the writer, even though the writing is 
disguised or altered by some other condition. 

Now as far as the writing itself is concerned, that’s about the limit of the 
scientific examination of documents. Questions that are generally considered 
beyond the scope of scientific document testimony are the frequent question 
of whether the handwriting reveals anything about character; and second, the 
question of whether it can show soundness of mind. 

I don’t think we need to discuss the subject of graphology and the fact that 
it is a pseudo-science. There are no American cases where a graphologist or 
grapho-analyst has been permitted to testify. But there are three American 
cases, all Kansas cases, in which testimony has been given on soundness of mind 
as shown by the handwriting. The leading case is Gibbons v. Redmond, 49 
Pacific 2nd 1035, 142 Kansas 417. This was a will contest in which the question 
was whether the testator had the mental capacity to make a will. The signature 
was very strange, to say the least. It’s reproduced in the opinion, and sometime 
when you get back to your office, take a look at it. J. C. Shearman of Wichita, 
Kansas, who possessed the highest qualifications in his field testified that from 
his investigation, he was convinced that the person who wrote the signature was 
not mentally sound, that he could tell whether the signature was normal or 
abnormal, and could tell some of the causes of the abnormality. It was held 
that on the basis of his study and experience and the examination of the testator’s 
signature, Mr. Shearman was qualified to give this testimony. But we should 
call attention to the fact that the court did remark that you didn’t need an 
expert in this case to see that whoever wrote that signature was insane. 
(Laughter) So you see, they got off to a bad start. The case brought an 
avalanche of criticism throughout the country. It was reviewed in 48 Harvard 
Law Review 483, 3 Illinois Law Review 802, 10 Southern California Law 
Review 96, to mention some of the reviews of it and all of them were un- 
favorable and highly critical. They said it began to look as if Kansas was going 
to accept the testimony of graphologists in court. Actually, however, the case, 
as I say, really turned on the fact that the eccentricity of signature was very 
obvious. It also was the subject of an ALR annotation, 103 ALR at 893. It was 
followed in Smith v. Salthaus, 76 Pacific 2nd 836, 147 Kansas 354, and in Steiner 
v. Horejsi, 75 Pacific 2nd 219, 147 Kansas 139. Checking the citator reveals that 
it was mentioned in only one other American case, and that was a California 
case in which they mentioned Gibbons v. Redmond in connection with the 
question of whether an autopsy surgeon was qualified to give testimony that 
a murderer was probably insane because of the way he cut up the body. 
( Laughter ) 


TYPEWRITING 
Now the subject of typewriting. Typewriting identification in this day is 
a very scientific field and virtually an exact science. It is possible to tell not 


only the age and make of the typewriter used, if we have a specimen of sufficient 
length, but also very often, in fact usually, the very typewriter upon which a 
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specimen was typed. For each typewriter from the time it comes off the 
assembly line is an individual and writes like no other typewriter, even fails 
to write like other typewriters beside it on the assembly line. If you were 
to visit a typewriter factory you might appreciate why this is true. As the 
type bars are fitted into the segments by a certain worker on the assembly 
line, the worker must have a various assortment of type bars of different widths 
for each letter. For example, the A bar, as far as the part fitting into the 
segment is concerned, he may have as many as ten A bars, and he keeps trying 
to fit them into the slot with the least play. Since there are over 42 or more 
slots in the segment, and ten varieties of width for each type bar, the variety 
of alignment that can be obtained is fantastic, and that’s why we say that 
even when new, a typewriter writes like no other typewriter. 

The design of the type is also characteristically of a certain make of machine. 
It is to be admitted that our problem is complicated today by the influx of 
foreign typewriters upon the American market, so that we have much more 
work to do, but one quick differentiation between foreign typewriters and 
American typewriters, for example, is the fact that most foreign typewriters 
are set up on the metric system rather than in a system by inches, so usually 
a quick separation right at the start can be made in that way. 

The usual question in a typewriting case is one of identity. That’s the usual 
question. It’s not a question of forgery, as a rule, but whether or not it was 
written on a certain typewriter, or the make and model of the typewriter, to 
determine its age. 

There have been cases, though, at least one famous case, involving the 
forgery of a typewriter, and that was the Alger Hiss case. That case has been 
widely discussed, and some people think that it lessened the value of type- 
writing testimony. But to me it seems that it actually strengthened it. After 
Hiss was sent to prison, his attorneys tried to set out to prove that the Government 
in some way forged a typewriter to type like Hiss’ typewriter, and then had 
someone type these damaging letters on this typewriter so that the authorship 
would be attributed to Hiss. It was a fantastic contention, but they set out to 
prove it. They obtained an expert in New York who spent several years in 
building a typewriter which he thought would demonstrate that a typewriter 
could be forged. At the end of all this time and thousands of dollars of expense, 
he only proved that he could make a pretty good imitation; but he did not 
obtain one other expert who was unable to distinguish the product of his phony 
typewriter from Hiss’ typewriter, although some of them did say that it was 
pretty good. 

So the Hiss case actually proved that it would be very difficult, if not im- 
possible, in a practical case, to forge a typewriter. 


INK AND PENCIL 


Another question frequently involved in document cases, the subjects of ink 
and pencil. Probably the most frequent question we have is, can you tell the 
date this pencil writing was written? That I will say categorically is virtually 
an impossible question. For pencil is composed of minute portions of graphite 
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which is carbon and carbon is chemically inert and in the small quantities that 
we have on paper, there are no available testing methods of determining the 
age of carbon. 

With ink the question is more promising. Still a difficult one, but I think 
that every questioned document involving the age of ink is worth submitting 
to the laboratory anyway, for there are possibilities along that line. 

Questions of alterations and obliterations frequently come up, and these 
questions very often, if not almost always, can be solved. Usually it’s possible 
by infrared photography, ultraviolet photography, strong side light, and finally, 
if permission is obtained, by resort to chemicals, it is possible to decipher 
much of writing that has been obliterated from a document. It is certainly 
almost always possible to prove the fact of erasure or alteration. 

An interesting Kansas case involving an altered document is Scott v. Thrall, 
95 Pacific 563, 77 Kansas 688. 


DEMONSTRATIVE EVIDENCE 


Here are a few of the practical questions that have been discussed by the 
Supreme Court, in connection with the document expert in court. Today the 
document expert almost always illustrates his testimony by enlarged photo- 
graphs, and such procedure has been approved in Kansas in the case of State v. 
Seward, 181 Pacific 2nd 478, 163 Kansas 136. This was a forgery case, in which 
syllabus 1 by the court reads: “At the trial of the defendant on the foregoing 
information, a handwriting expert was permitted while testifying to use enlarged 


photographs of various specimens of handwriting and to explain these specimens 
to the jury other than by answering direct questions of counsel. Held, no error.” 
You see, the syllabus covers two questions, not only the use of the photographs, 
but their explanation by testimony that is not just in question and answer form. 
And usually, of course, testimony at this stage is far more effective if it can be 
given in narrative form. 

There are other means, of course, of demonstrating opinion on the documents 
than by the use of photographs. We sometimes on several instances in Kansas, 
in the trial court, have used the ultraviolet lamp itself, brought it into the court, 
and let the court, the trier of fact, judge or jury, actually see the effect of the 
ultraviolet lamp upon your original document. To my knowledge that practice 
has never been questioned. 

Very occasionally we take a compound microscope into court, a stereoscopic 
microscope, for example. I say that we do not do this often, because experience 
has shown that it does take skill to use a microscope, and as each juror, for 
instance, must look in the instrument individually, we are never quite sure that 
he sees what is really there. Enlarged photographs, photomicrographs, are 
usually much better, but for instance if some questions were raised concerning 
the authenticity of the photograph, we might then use a microscope on the 
original document to demonstrate that the photograph showed exactly what 
anyone could see through the microscope. 

State v. Shoemaker, 212 Pacific 890, was a case that has some bearing upon 
the use of a microscope and makes us wonder what the Supreme Court of 
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Kansas would say if they were asked to rule upon the use of a microscope by 
a jury in open court. That was a check forgery case in which the figures were 
raised from 3730 to.8730. In support of a motion for a new trial, the defendant’s 
attorney filed an affidavit in which he stated that after the trial one of the jurors 
stated that during its deliberation, he procured two magnifying glasses, magni- 
fying glasses now, get that, that’s the way they're described, and took them to 
the jury room to examine the check. And the jury used them. The court held 
that the magnifying glasses did not constitute evidence not authorized by the 
court, nor was their use misconduct on the part of the jury; but the court said 
that the record did not show what the magnifying glasses were, and that their 
use was not error where it was not shown that they were of such a type that 
skill in use and experience in interpreting revelations with them would be 
required. In other words, the court indicated that if it was just common little 
magnifying glass, and that was all the affidavit indicated, then there would 
be no error; but if the jury had taken a compound microscope into the jury 
room, a type that required skill in use and experience in interpreting revelations, 
there would have been error. So we wonder how they would rule perhaps on 
the use of such a microscope in open court by a jury? Perhaps they would say 
that also would be error. 

Another way of illustrating opinion is by blackboards and drawing papers. 
Of the two I think by now most attorneys are aware of the fact that large 
sheets of drawing paper are much to be preferred, because they can be torn off 
and preserved for the record. Of course a blackboard can be preserved for the 
record, too, by making a photograph of it, but you might forget to do this. 

A Kansas case involving the use of a blackboard by a handwriting expert is 
State v. Ryno, 74 Pacific 1114, 68 Kansas 348, in which the court said this: “An 
expert in handwriting may give not only an opinion but the reasons for his 
opinion in his examination in chief and for the purpose of illustrating his opinion 
testimony and conveying to the jury the reasons for his opinion he may be 
permitted to make illustrations upon a blackboard. In this way he can convey 
to the jury the reasons for his opinion and make the points of similarity or 
difference upon which his opinion rests more intelligible to the jury.” 


Cross-EXAMINATION AND TESTS 


Now, as to the cross-examination of document examiners. In State v. Maxwell, 
102 Pacific 2nd 109, 151 Kansas 951, it is said: “It must be conceded that 
the latitude permitted as to cross-examination of handwriting experts has been 
and is a perplexing one, that the decisions of the various states are in hopeless 
state of confusion cannot be doubted.” 

Of course, the problem is that, as I have discussed earlier, there are, you 
might say, different classes of document examiners. There are some like the 
bankers, for instance, who claim that they can compare any writing with their 
eyes, for instance, without the aid of any instruments, and form an opinion 
upon the genuineness of a signature. The other extreme is the scientific examiner 
of documents who gives no curbstone or witness stand opinions, and who knows 
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that he must rely on his instruments first, must check a signature in various 
ways, before he gives an opinion. 

But the attempt is sometimes made to test a document examiner on the witness 
stand by showing him various specimens of handwriting, some of which usually 
are not genuine, and try to find out whether on the witness stand you can 
make a determination. 

The Kansas cases, three in number, all say that this procedure is not proper. 
They all apparently relate to the scientific examiner of documents who does 
make his examination only in the laboratory. It is actually just about as ridiculous 
to try to submit him to a test on the witness stand as it would be to try to test 
a doctor by bringing in persons with tuberculosis if that was a pertinent ques- 
tion, and asking him to state from the witness stand without the use of his 
laboratory whether or not the person was diseased. 

But it is attempted sometimes and the leading Kansas case on the subject 
is State v. Maxwell, the case citation that I just gave, 151 Kansas 951. This 
case involved a refusal of the trial court to permit the defendant in a forgery 
case to cross-examine the state’s handwriting expert by submitting to him 
test signatures to test his ability. The court said: “No reversible error appears 
in connection with the alleged restricted cross-examination of the state’s witness. 
The cross-examination by counsel for defendant of an expert handwriting witness 
was not unduly restricted by denying the right to cross-examine the witness for 
the purpose of testing his ability or capacity concerning specimens of handwriting 
which formed no part of his direct examination and which had not been admitted 
or proven to be the handwriting of the defendant in the instant case.” 

To the same effect are Gaunt v. Harkness, 36 Pacific 739, 53 Kansas 405, in 
which it was held reversible error to permit such a test; and Underwood v. 
Quantic, 116 Pacific 361, 85 Kansas 111. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO JURY 


Now as to instructions to the jury, there is at least one Kansas case that gives 
us a form of instruction concerning the testimony of an expert document examiner. 
That case is the case of Baird v. Shaffer, previously cited, 101 Kansas 585. The 
following instruction was held to correctly and sufficiently instruct the jury 
touching the consideration to be given to testimony of document experts: “The 
testimony of an expert witness is to be considered and weighed, not exclusively, 
but as and with the other evidence like any other testimony, and should receive 
just such weight and credit as the jury deem it is entitled to when weighed 
in connection with all the other evidence, including the circumstances; and 
as to whether or not when so taken and considered in connection with the other 
evidence, it is justly of sufficient weight to establish or disprove any matter, if 
any, sought to be so established or so disproved, is for the jury to determine.” 

I think that we have at least skirted over a document case, you might say, 
from its inception to its submission to the jury. If there are, however, any ques- 
tions from the floor, I will be glad to attempt to answer them. (Applause) 

Question: When does a volunteer specimen become a volunteer specimen, 
as to the time it was given, and why should it not be admissible? 
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Mr. Scott: I think the time, in my opinion, the time angle is not so important. 
It’s the volunteered nature of it. In other words, if a person who is accused, put 
it that way, of writing a certain thing, volunteers to write for the other side, 
rather than the other side requesting him to do so, the theory is that is self- 
serving, that he may be attempting to disguise his handwriting, for instance, and 
that he is manufacturing testimony or evidence for his own use, when he offers 
to write. 

Now that doesn’t mean that you can’t use what we call request writings. 
When we say a request writing, we mean the other side makes the request 
of the man. Then of course they're sticking their neck out; perhaps they do not 
have sufficient specimens. Very frequently in criminal cases they have to do 
that. Then prepared specimens are admissible but we call them request writings, 
because they are obtained by the opposite side. 

Question: But what if he is using an expert himself, he wants the specimens? 

Mr. Scotr: Can't do it. Not prepared specimens. He can submit specimens 
written in the ordinary course of business. 

Question: Before the crime happened? 

Mr. Scorr: Well, generally speaking, some courts do say that it should be 
before the crime happened, yes. 

Question: Can you successfully disguise your handwriting? 

Mr. Scott: That would depend, I think, largely upon the amount of hand- 
writing and how the test was conducted, how the writings were prepared. If 
you say, can you disguise your handwriting, yes, it’s possible, but I think usually 
that disguise can be detected and avoided usually by conducting the examination 
carefully. 

Howarp Harper (Junction City): You haven’t mentioned this, but what about 
erasures. Are you able to, by laboratory examination, determine the age within 
certain limits of the erasures of either ink or pencil? 

Mr. Scotr: Well, I would say that questions of age of writing always are a 
very difficult question; but there are instances when we can give definite answers. 
And in my opinion it is always wise, if there is a question of an alteration or 
the time when an alteration was made, it is always advisable to submit it. 

Mr. Harper: I had in mind erasures where you are using an eraser. You 
mentioned you couldn’t determine the age of carbon, but I wondered about the 
age of abrasives, such as used in erasers, if you could determine this? 

Mr. Scott: There is a possibility of it, depending on the material that was 
used, the type of material used, there is a possibility of dating it, yes. Any 
further questions? If not, I'll turn the meeting back to Mr. Smith. (Applause) 

Mr. SmitH: Mr. Scott, we are very grateful to you, sir, for a very entertaining 
and informative presentation.

Mayor Paut Mitrcuum: Thank you, Mr. President. 

Reverend Nothnagel, honored and distinguished guests, members and friends of 
the Bar Association. Certainly it is a real pleasure to be here this morning, and I 
am honored to have this opportunity of extending greetings to your fine group. 

I am sure that all of the citizens of Kansas City, Kansas, do join with me in 
extending a most sincere and warm welcome to your fine group. We are happy to 
have you in the city for this convention and we trust that it will be a most successful 
one, and that when your return to your respective homes, wherever they may be, that 
the information and knowledge that you have gained by meeting with your fellow 
man will make you better qualified to do the job you have set out to do. 

I think that it probably would have been more appropriate had I been called to 
give some advice or an address of welcome to this group before some of them got 
out on Victory Hills golf course yesterday. I am sure that we have some very good 
golfers among our attorneys here in Kansas City, Kansas, and I have tangled with 
a few of them myself. They're the type of fellows that when you ride out to the 
golf course they tell you how good you are, so they don’t have to give you any 
strokes on that No. 1 tee; and then when you come back from the golf course, they 
tell you how bad you are.

The last time that he was elected Mayor of Cleveland, a fellow 
came into his office, he was a Polish fellow, and he asked the mayor, he said, “I'd 
like to have you do me a favor.” He said, “you know, this is the first time I've been 
in your office to ask for anything and,” he said, “I wish you would do this favor 
for me.” The mayor said, “Well, all right, what is it?’ He said, “Well,” he said, 
“you know, when you run for representative, I voted for you, my wife voted for you, 
and all of our friends voted for you.” He said, “The same thing happened when you 
run for senator.” He said, “I voted for you, my wife voted for you, and all of our 
friends voted for you.” He said, “The same thing happened the three times you run 
for mayor. I voted for you, my wife voted for you, and all of our friends voted 
for you.” Well the mayor said, “Well, let’s get to the point.” He said, “If it can be 
done legally and morally,” he said, “I'll certainly do it for you. What is it?” He said, 
“I wish you would help us to get our citizenship papers.” (Laughter) 

I don’t know what my office can do to make your stay in our city more enjoyable, 
but certainly it’s yours for the asking, and I know we are going to instruct the Chief 
of Police that if any of you get out of line, just ignore it because we know if you 
got in there some of your fellow brothers are going to be down there getting you out 
before long, so there is no use even putting your name on the blotter. 

There are three things we insist upon when you come to Kansas City, Kansas, for 
a convention: the first one is that you have a successful and enjoyable convention; 
the second one, we insist that you experience a lot of fun along with your meetings; 
and the third one is, we want you to come back again. Thank you. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: Thank you, Mayor. Now gentlemen, the response to those 
addresses of welcome will be given by Vice-President Alex Fromme of Hoxie, Kansas. 
(Applause) 


RESPONSE TO ADDRESSES OF WELCOME 


VicE-PRESIDENT FROMME: President-Elect Don, President Phillips of the Wyandotte 
County Bar, Mayor Mitchum, and fellow members of the Bar Association. 

This is a very happy assignment this morning for me on behalf of the members 
who have assembled here this morning to respond to these addresses of welcome. 
We are very happy to be here, as you can see by the look on our faces. We know that 
these conventions take a great deal of planning, a great deal of work, and we are 
looking forward to the next three days in Kansas City. 

We want to thank President Phillips and every member of his fine committee for 
the work and the planning that they have done in making this a successful convention. 
We want to assure him that we are not going to need the services of his staff in 
getting us out of trouble. 

We wish to extend a special thanks to Mayor Mitchum for taking his time to come 
down here in honoring us with his presence at this opening assembly. 

We do appreciate very much the courteous and cordial welcome which he has 
extended to us; and in conclusion I wish to say that it is always a pleasure for us to be 
here and meet with our friends in Kansas City, Kansas.

Now the Rules Committee, I trust, will get in gear that they might again report 
this morning, Mr. Blake Williamson, please. 


REPORT OF CONVENTION RULES COMMITTEE 


Mr. WiiuiaMson: Mr. President, and fellow lawyers, your Committee on Rules 
has met, and submits the following report: Incidentally, if the rules of procedure seem 
somewhat familiar, it’s because the committee felt that similar rules which have 
guided the proceedings for several years have been tried and tested, and therefore 
no substantial changes in them are indicated. 

The Committee on Convention Rules recommends that the proceedings of the 1960 
Annual Convention of the Kansas Bar Association be governed by the following rules: 

1. The order of business shall be the order set out in the printed program, except 
that the president may make such changes as he may deem necessary or expedient. 

2. Any member desiring to speak on any question shall first arise and address the 
chairman and shall not proceed further until recognized. Before beginning his 
remarks, he shall state clearly his name and residence. 

3. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject, and then not 
to exceed five minutes, except by consent of the assembly. 

4. All resolutions shall be in writing and shall be referred to the Resolutions Com- 
mittee for consideration and recommendation. 

5. Except as provided in the foregoing rules, Roberts Rules of Order shall prevail.

PRESIDENT-ELEcT Lanc: I might add that it would be appropriate for the chairmen 
of other committees to indicate a time and place where the committees are to meet 
so that they can make their reports. 

At this time on your program, you will observe, the “Report of the Executive Secretary 
and Recommendations of the Executive Council” by John W. Shuart. 


REPORT OF EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


This is the third time that I've had the pleasure of addressing an annual meeting 
of this Association in Kansas City—in other words, I'm starting around the circuit 
for a third time. With the strength of the Almighty, I trust I will do it again. 

Time passes so rapidly, or perhaps it just seems that way, when projects and programs 
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are unlimited in your field of endeavor. I dislike to admit it but I have some thoughts 
that are still in orbit, or so to speak “still on the drawing board.” Perhaps this is the 
year for fruition. 

This has been a year of pain and of gain for the Association. The loss of President 
Beall, shortly after the start of the Association year was most grievous. He had 
looked forward greatly for his year of service to the Bar and the public of Kansas. 

President-elect Lang promptly provided the leadership required and it will be 
my honor to continue our relationship and serve him, your Executive Council and 
you during this coming year. 

By way of gain, I refer to the selection of the Association to receive the American 
Bar Association’s Award of Merit as one of the two top bar associations in the country. 
One award is in the 2,000 and under class and the other is 2,000 members and over 
class. Now that we’ve won the one class let’s get up in the top class. We can dao it. 
With the new members we already have this year, if all 1959 members renew their 
memberships, we can top 2,000 this year. 

Later during the year the American Society of Association Executives made their 
awards of Merit and this Association was a recipient of one—the first bar association, 
I believe, to be so honored. 

I have mentioned our membership and at convention time, it stands at 1,623, the 
same as our total membership in 1955. Last year’s membership totaled 1,865. Diligent 
efforts by our membership committees will help us reach the aforementioned goal 
of 2,000. 

At convention time last year, I reported a balance on hand of $18,417.52. During 
the year income totaled $45,583.98 and disbursements were $47,413.54, leaving a 
total on hand of $16,587.96. The cost-of-living has been gradually getting to us in 
our cost of operations and materials. You need not be reminded of the increase 
in your expenses since 1952. Only a healthy increase in membership during this 
time has delayed a mandatory dues increase. 

A complete financial statement was presented to the Executive Council yesterday 
and it was received and filed. It will be printed with this report in the August 
Journal. An annual audit is made by Garrison & Gresser, Accountants, of Topeka, 
each year. 

During my tenure as Chairman of the National Conference of Bar Secretaries, 
completed last August, there was initiated a conference between the officers of the 
conference and the staff of the American Bar Association. This led to a better 
understanding of responsibilities and resulted in an elimination of some duplicate 
efforts and better coordination. A similar meeting will again be held this year and 
as a “past exhausted” something or other, I've been invited to attend. 

One of the projects closest to the heart of the new president-elect of the American 
Bar Association, John Satterfield, and the concern of your Association, is the improve- 
ment of the economic status of the bar. Plans have been made to attack this problem 
in Kansas, however, similar plans have been announced by the ABA, and the Conference 
of Bar Secretaries have been asked to co-sponsor a survey. We are currently seeking 
to establish the extent and time of the ABA survey before and possibly instead of 
a Kansas survey. 

Incidentally, John Randall, president of the American Bar Association, was invited 
to attend this meeting but a similar meeting in Louisiana has his prior commitment. 

Your Association office has received in response to a request around 50 local bar 
association recommended minimum fee schedules. A comparison is being made and 
due to the dissimilarity of them, a contemplated survey is not presently in your 
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hands. This is but a part of the necessary steps which must be taken to attack this 
problem of Legal-Economics. The next is the economic survey referred to above. 
It is hoped that when you receive this survey that you reply and take one hour of 
time to increase your income and your economic status. We must first find out 
where we stand before we can take steps to improve ourselves. The concern of 
your officers and your program committee is evidenced by the program arranged for 
you this afternoon. 

I will not refer further to Association activities for these will be evident as you 
hear the reports of the various committees. A Traffic Court conference has been set, 
a great step forward towards the revision of our Code of Civil Procedure has been 
accomplished—in short, this portends an eventful year. Thank you. (Applause)

PRESIDENT-ELECT LANG: We come now to the “Report of the Editor of the Bar 
Journal,” Mr. Franklin Corrick. 


REPORT OF THE EDITOR OF THE BAR JOURNAL 


Mr. Corricx: President-Elect Lang, Members of the Association, and guests: 

The financial condition of the Journal has always been included in the annual 
financial statement presented as a part of the report of the Secretary of our Association. 
As your Executive Secretary, Mr. Shuart just told you, it will be printed in the August 
Journal as a part of his report. Consequently, the report of the Editor does not contain 
an itemization of the Journal’s income and expenditures. 

In this connection, if a comparison of the costs per annual subscription to the 
members were made, I feel certain that it would now compare favorably with other 
similar publications. For example, the cost per annual subscription of the American 
Bar Association Journal was listed at $2.77. This is from the annual report, for the 
first seven months of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1958, which was the last 
available annual report of the American Bar Association. (See Volume 83, page 700.) 

The Journal is now in its 28th year. It was started in 1932, which was 12 years 
before your present Editor assumed his duties in 1944. It has been published without 
interruption, even during the years of World War II, when there were fewer paid 
memberships. The Journal was established at a time when the Association’s financial 
resources were quite limited. There was about $1,800 in the savings account at that 
time. (See the August, 1932 Bar Journal, page 50.) However, it was also during a 
period when printing costs were much lower than they are now. 

One may wonder what prompted the Bar Association of the State of Kansas to embark 
upon such an expense-laden project, especially in the face of the general economic 
situation which existed in the early 1930's. 

According to statements appearing in the Secretary’s reports printed in the August 
1933 Journal, the principal reason for starting the Bar Journal was to give Kansas 
attorneys, especially those who did not attend the annual meetings at that time, 
some reason for becoming members; that is, something for their five dollars annual 
dues. As reported by the Secretary of the Association, prospective members usually 
asked, “What do I get out of my membership fee?” 

At the time the Journal was established in 1932, the membership roll carried the 
names of 685 attorneys. (See August, 1932 Journal, pages 99-103, where all the 
names are listed.) When your present Editor assumed his duties in the fall of 1944, 
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the membership was about 944. In August 1951, just prior to the increase in dues 
from ten dollars to twenty dollars per year, and the establishment of a state office 
and the hiring of an Executive Secretary, the membership had increased to nearly 
1,450. Since then, the membership rolls have continued to increase with the extra 
services added from time to time, and it is now approaching 2,000 members, as Mr. 
Shuart stated a few moments ago in his annual report. 

The nearly twenty-eight years of continuous publication of the Journal has not been 
without difficulties, financial and otherwise. Perhaps the first great financial difficulty 
came in 1943 during World War II, when many lawyers were in the Armed Services, 
and the Journal was sent to many of them free. Rather than discontinue publication 
at that time, voluntary contributions were asked for and received in 1943. (See August, 
1943 Journal, pages 22 and 23 and August, 1944 Journal, pages 51 and 77.) 

The second difficulty, on the financial side occurred in 1949 when, due to an un- 
expected 100 per cent increase in printing costs, the balance of money on hand to 
the credit of the Association was drastically reduced and, as reported in the August, 
1949 Journal, was $347.10. (See August, 1949 Journal, page 19.) This was as of 
May 26, 1949, and was just prior to the amendment of the Bylaws authorizing an 
increase in dues from five to ten dollars a year, effective January 1, 1950. (See August, 
1949, Journal, pages 21 and 22). The Bylaws were also changed to permit sustaining 
memberships at that time, and voluntary contributions, in addition to the then $5 
membership fee. Under this procedure, over $3,300 were contributed by various 
individuals and partnerships to keep the Association going, and especially the Journal. 
Thus a break in the continuous publication of the Journal was again averted. 

Other difficulties have also been successfully solved. For example, since your present 
Editor-in-Chief assumed his duties, your Association, through its Executive Council, 
has changed printers twice. The first change was in August 1949, when after competi- 
tive bids, the printing was changed from McCormick-Armstrong Company of Wichita 
to the Capper Printing Company of Topeka. At that time, the cost of the Journal 
printing had risen to an average of about $15.62 a page. (See August, 1950 Journal, 
page 59.) As stated in the 1950 report of the Editor-in-Chief, by calling for com- 
petitive bids under detailed printing specifications, worked out by the Editor, the 
cost was reduced to approximately $12.21, for a savings of $3.41 a page. 

The second change in printers was made last year, in August 1959. This was 
also accomplished through competitive bids. The Allen Press of Lawrence was low 
bidder and was awarded a three-year contract, which will expire in July 1962. This 
contract provides for printing the Journal at a flat rate of $14.50 for each inside page. 
The previous contract was based upon variations in type sizes, and the printing cost 
of Volume 27 was a little over $17.00 a page. Consequently, our new contract should 
effect a saving of about $2.50 a page, or about $1,000 a year, if the same number of 
pages, 446, are printed in later volumes under the new contract. 

Now, just a word as to the content of the last four issues. Your Editor’s report a 
year ago contained an analysis which showed the great variety of subjects then appear- 
ing in the Bar Journal. Since this analysis is quite typical of most volumes, the same 
will not be repeated in this report. 

I am pleased to report that the Journal carried all of last year’s Annual Meeting 
Legal Institutes discussions, with the exception of one on Labor Law* which was not 
submitted to the Editor for publication. The last one published on “Civil Trial Tech- 


® “Right to Work Projected,” by Don Hopkins of the University of Kansas School of Law. 
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niques,” was in the February issue which is the last one you received. It was a panel 
discussion conducted by a trial judge and two leading practicing lawyers from 
Minnesota. It consists of 58 printed pages. 

In the forthcoming May 1960 issue of the Bar Journal, we expect to publish a list 
of State Departments which promulgate administrative rules and regulations having the 
force and effect of state law. Several requests have been made for this list and it can 
now be published since most of the state departments are settled in their new and 
reasonably permanent locations in the new State Office Building in Topeka. (See 
August 1957 Journal, page 18.) It will be similar to the one published in the May 1948 
Journal (Pages 337-346). This list will not contain the text of the regulations, but 
will briefly describe the subject matter of the various regulations on file in the Office 
of the Revisor of Statutes. This list should be invaluable to lawyers, especially those 
who want to obtain copies of particular regulations, by writing to the proper state 
agency. 

I might add that the Kansas Legislative Council is now studying the subject of 
administrative rules and regulations, and will make its report and recommendations 
to the 1961 Legislature on this subject. I should also add that an excellent Comment 
and Table on “Kansas Administrative Procedure” appears in the February 1960 Bar 
Journal. (See University of Kansas Law School Section, pages 322-330.) 

In conclusion, I want to express my heartfelt thanks for the privilege of serving 
as the Editor-in-Chief of your Bar Journal. I also want to voice my appreciation to all 
of you whose cooperation has made it possible to make it whatever success it is. 
Thank you. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: Thank you, Franklin. 

Now gentlemen, may I deviate just a minute to call your attention to the fact 
that when I proofread this program, if I did, I overlooked the fact that the stag show 
apparently is not on your program. That's the stag luncheon today noon. I am 
informed that there have only been 138 tickets sold. Reservations and set-ups are 
made for 300. They say they have outstanding entertainment for you. Would you 
pass that word along? If you will reflect, four years ago at that stag luncheon, I thought 
they had outstanding entertainment, and you won’t want to miss it, I'm sure. This, too: 
As you came in you were given a stub. There’s going to be another drawing—an 
honest one, I take it, because I was not given a stub. 

Mr. Jay Scovet: In connection with Franklin’s report, I just want to say one thing. 
Probably no one except those of us who have served on the Executive Council realize 
that in the years when we didn’t have any money, it was through the efforts of Franklin 
Corrick, we were able to put out a Journal, a good Journal, when we didn’t have 
money to pay him any decent amount, he went ahead and did the work anyway. He’s 
the one that, whether he got paid or whether he didn’t, went ahead and did the job. 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: Right. That’s right, and I'm glad that you called that 
to our attention. 

We are now ready for committee reports. 

Mr. Westey E. Brown: Mr. President, I move that those who have reports to 
make, be asked to make them, especially those containing recommendations, otherwise 
that those reports be submitted and incorporated in the Journal. (Motion seconded 
and carried.) 

PRESIDENT-ELECT LANG: On the agenda is “Local Bar Associations,” Charles E. Jones, 
of Wichita. Is Mr. Jones here? (Motion carried that Mr. Jones’ report be filed.) 
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LOCAL BAR ASSOCIATIONS* 


The Committee held one formal meeting October 16, 1959, at which time it was 
determined that the following activities be considered and stressed: 

(a) Annual awards 

(b) Law Day 

(c) News Letter 

(d) Visitation of Local Associations 

Each member of the Committee was assigned to a definite district for a primary 
responsibility and it has been suggested these Committee members visit the Associations 
respectively assigned during the course of the year. This has not been done 100 
per cent but that is certainly a desirable goal. 

Annual awards were again made on the basis of reports and other information 
forwarded to the State Association. These report forms were forwarded earlier than 
usual by Committee members to the Local Associations, within their respective districts, 
and, as a consequence, we received more completed forms than at any time in our 
history, I believe. Your office records should show exactly how many completed forms 
were returned. 

While there has been some discussion to change the requirements of the annual 
awards, they are still made on the basis of three groupings (a) less than 20,000; 
(b) 20,000 to 100,000; (c) 100,000 and over. 

The Committee has been provided with considerable literature which has, in turn, 
through it and the State Association, been distributed to Local Associations for use 
in the celebration of Law Day. 

The members of this Committee feel that the possibilities of its work are almost 
unlimited because this is the one Committee that deals with Local Associations on the 
local level. The problem is taking the time to do it.

HISTORICAL COMMITTEE — 50-YEAR AWARDS 


Mr. President, members of the Bar Association of Kansas, and guests: 

Since our meeting a year ago 77 successful candidates for admission to the bar 
took their oath before the Supreme Court in Topeka. Many of these people will not 
practice in Kansas, others will engage in other lines of business and for all of them,

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the Kansas Bar Association wishes for them the best of success and invites them into 
membership of this association. 

Within the past few years the various local bars of Kansas have kept pace with 
the progress of other lines of endeavor in Kansas by building new courthouses. We 
do not have the names of all the counties or towns where new courthouses have been 
built but a few of them are: Eureka, in Greenwood County; Wellington, in Sumner 
County; Oswego, in Labette County; Hill City, in Graham County, and within the 
past few days Wichita and Sedgwick County have dedicated their fine new court- 
house, which is a credit to the State of Kansas. We do not have pictures of these court- 
houses to place in our annual report. 

Your committee feels that a permanent history of the Bar Association of Kansas 
should be prepared from the time of its establishment, and kept up-to-date so that 
on the 100th Anniversary of our Association, we would be able to present a complete 
history, including pictures of old and new courthouses, as well as pictures of many 
of our early day lawyers, judges, particularly stories concerning some of our early 
day judges and lawyers, or anything that would be of interest and worth preserving 
for the future. That all such information should be sent to headquarters to be preserved 
for use when the proper time comes. We recommend that the members of the Bar 
work toward that end, and that the few early day lawyers who are still living be 
interviewed before the information that they can give us is lost forever.

That brings us down now gentlemen to the Atomic Energy Report, by William B. 
McElhenny of Topeka. 


ATOMIC ENERGY 


Kansas remains on the “threshold” insofar as atomic energy is concerned. This has 
been so for several years. While interest is keen, still relatively few citizens (including 
lawyers) are concerned, even indirectly, with atomic energy at the present time. 
Appropriately, the state legislature has broadened the powers of the State Board of 
Health to regulate the use of radioactive materials, has extended the workmen’s 
compensation laws to include radiation injuries and has created an atomic advisory 
board which is a going concern. 

Your committee is aware of the many and complex problems which lie ahead, 
particularly when the use of atomic energy in Kansas becomes more general. These 
problems will touch virtually every branch of the law and every practicing lawyer. 
At present, however, and in the light of existing circumstances, your committee is of 
the opinion that present state laws relating to atomic energy are appropriate and 
adequate and that no additional state legislation in the field is now necessary or 
desirable.

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IMPROVEMENT OF LAWS AND PROCEDURES

of the subcommittee will show the progress of the matter to date. Consequently to 
avoid duplication it is not included in this general report.

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: The next item on your report is the Sub-Committee on 
Revision of Code of Civil Procedure, which will be deferred until Saturday. 

The Insurance Committee is now in session and not ready at this moment to make 
its report. 


INSURANCE 


It is the view of the committee, after giving careful consideration to various plans 
that have been submitted to the committee, that the plan for exclusive accidental death 
and dismemberment benefits, submitted by the Forrest T. Jones Agency, on behalf of 
the insurance carrier, Continental Insurance Company, be recommended to the Execu- 
tive Council for approval. ; 

(The reasons for the committee’s action may be briefly summarized as follows: The 
past experience of the State Bar Association with the Forrest T. Jones Agency in respect 
to promptly handling, and satisfactory disposal of claims arising under the “Major 
Medical and hospital group plan” has been very satisfactory. The present additional 
coverage being recommended to the Executive Council for approval will offer to the Bar 
members 24 hour coverage up to a maximum $100,000.00, upon each insuring Bar 
member and Bar member’s wife, for an attractive premium of $1.00 per thousand, with 
no medical examination or medical history requirements. This insurance coverage will be 
available to State Bar members, together with their wives, who have not attained the age 
of 70 years. This plan, as is characteristic of any group plan, is non-cancelable, to any 
insured member on an individual basis, and is only cancelable by the insurance carrier 
upon an entire group basis. It is thought that this additional 24 hour coverage, in the 
light of increasing hazards for motor car travel and common usage of airplane travel, 
will fill a real need for the Bar members. Another impelling reason for approving this 
plan is that this extended or additional coverage being written by the same agency 
and by the same insurance company holding the present “Major Medical and hospital 
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group insurance plan” will thereby simplify the underwriting procedures, and will 
thereby avoid introducing additional insurance carriers into the picture.)

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: That brings us down to Legal Education by John Eberhardt 
of Wichita. 


LEGAL EDUCATION AND ADMISSIONS 


The last formal meeting of the Committee on Legal Education and Admissions to 
the Bar was held at Wichita on October 16, 1959, in connection with the mid-year 
meeting of the Kansas Bar Association. Six Committee members were present: R. A. 
Hickey, Howard Jones, Fred J. Moreau, M. C. Slough, Doyle E. White, and Chairman 
John F. Eberhardt. 

Primary attention was devoted to the possibility of inaugurating an “apprenticeship” 
program for law school students at Washburn and Kansas University whereby first 
and second year students might secure employment-training in law offices during 
summer vacation periods. The Chairman reported with respect to the summer 
employment-training program in effect at Southern Methodist University Law School 
in Dallas, Texas, which has been extremely successful. Judge White presented a 
comprehensive report of a similar program operated under the auspices of the Law 
Schools and Practical Training for Law Students Committee of the Oklahoma Bar 
Association for the benefit of law students at the University of Oklahoma, University 
of Tulsa College of Law, and Oklahoma University College of Law. In this connection, 
Judge White presented a comprehensive letter from James E. Work, Esq., a practicing 
attorney in Oklahoma City who has been quite active in the Oklahoma program. This 
letter contained a complete explanation of the origin and method of operation of the 
Oklahoma plan, and included a representative notice sent to all Oklahoma under- 
graduate law students inviting their registration for participation. Dean Moreau 
reported that a decade ago he had attempted to introduce an informal plan of this 
type for Kansas University Law School students, and that he had encountered favorable 
responses from most firms whom he contacted regarding their willingness to give 
summer employment to law students. Most of the Committee members felt, however, 
that to succeed in Kansas the plan must receive the backing and cooperation of lawyers 
in the state’s larger cities since court work, especially, in the smaller cities and towns 
tends to slack off during the summer months. It was also realized that a substantial 
percentage of law school students at Washburn already have part-time legal employ- 
ment, many of them during not only the summer but also the winter. All Committee 
members present felt that some program of this type would be extremely desirable for 
the State of Kansas, and the Chairman was instructed to attempt to acquire detailed 
information regarding the programs in effect in other states so. that the matter could 
again be taken up at next fall’s mid-year meeting. It was felt, however, that if it were 
determined to adopt such a program in Kansas perhaps a special committee should be 
appointed by the President with the sole function of initiating and administering 
the plan. 

Various other topics were also considered by the Committee, including: methods 
of implementing the Committee’s long-time conviction that G. S. 1949, 7-102 be 
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amended to delete the present clause making any citizen “who has read law for 
three years in the office of a regularly practicing attorney” eligible to apply for 
admission to the bar; the advisability of requiring all applicants for admission to the 
bar to file written declaration at least one year in advance so as to afford more 
opportunity to inquire into the moral character and background of the applicants; 
whether or not applicants for admission to the bar should be fingerprinted; and what 
subjects should be stressed during formal law school education. 

As indicated above, however, this particular session of the Committee was devoted 
largely to a discussion of the summer training program for law students. It is hoped 
that by next summer the Committee will be in a position to present definite recom- 
mendations pertaining to the student training plan.

CRIMINAL LAW 


The Special Committee on Criminal Law reports as follows: 

The Special Committee on Criminal Law was established by the Executive Council 
in June, 1959. The purpose of the committee, as outlined by the Executive Council, 
is to study the criminal laws of the State of Kansas, and the proposal of amendments, 
and other improvements to the Kansas Criminal Code. 

The work of the committee during the first year of its existence has been largely 
exploratory. A meeting of the committee was held in Wichita at the time of the mid- 
year meeting of the State Bar Association. Otherwise, the work of the committee has 
proceeded by correspondence and informal conferences among the members. The 
committee’s effort has been directed toward recognizing those areas of law that might 
be particularly susceptible to amendment in the interest of improving the administration 
of criminal justice in Kansas. Suggestions have been received from members of the 
committee and other interested members of the bench and bar. Further suggestions are 
solicited. 

The Special Committee on Criminal Law, as a new committee, has not had the 
opportunity for deliberate study and mature consideration necessary before formulating 
specific recommendations. Thus, no recommendations are now submitted. The com- 
mittee asks leave to continue its studies and to report at the next annual meeting.

LEGAL AID AND LAWYER REFERRAL SERVICES 


Mr. President: The above named Committee desires to submit the following report: 

The members of the Association will observe that the name of the Committee has 
been changed by inserting the words “Legal Aid.” This was accomplished at the 
mid-year meeting of the Committee in Wichita and was brought about so that those 
entitled to legal assistance would more readily recognize the work of the Committee 
and be better informed. The legal aid program as now carried forward by bar 
associations, legal aid societies and other allied organizations, is now well defined 
and generally well understood by the public as the place where those that are entitled 
to legal assistance may secure same, even though they be not able to pay compensation 
for such services. 

As in the past, the Committee has handled a large number of matters. When one 
of the problems is forwarded to the Committee it, in turn, immediately forwards 
it to some member of the Committee or some attorney in the country where the 
problem is to be handled, and the problem, in turn, is taken care of without delay. 

The Committee, during this past year, has given further consideration to the more 
comprehensive and complete state-wide plan of Legal Aid—Lawyer Referral Services 
and, no doubt, this study will continue until such time as such a plan has been adopted 
and put into effect. As has been pointed out in former reports of this Committee, 
the need for such a plan in the smaller towns and counties of the state is not as great 
as in the cities and larger counties. No doubt, the people residing in the smaller 
communities become better acquainted with the members of the legal profession in 
that particular community and have little hesitation in calling upon an attorney of 
his or her own choosing for advice and assistance, irrespective of the fact that he or 
she may not be in a position financially to pay for such service. Be that as it may, 
however, such a state-wide organization, properly publicized, certainly is to be desired 
and should be accomplished as the ultimate end of the work of this Committee. 

No satisfactory solution has been had of the Leavenworth County problem that was 
set out in some detail in the 1959 report. It is the hope of this Committee that a 
meeting may be had with the Leavenworth County Bar Association in the near future 
and the problem resolved, as there are a number of matters involving inmates of the 
two penitentiaries which need to be handled and disposed of. 

This Committee receives many letters of appreciation and commendation from 
those receiving legal assistance and aid, for the work accomplished for them by members 
of the Committee, members of the bar who are called upon to assist in these matters, 
and others, and these letters are indeed appreciated. Not too often do we receive 
any such response from inmates of the penal institutions. An exception is a letter 
which the Chairman received from one Robert D. Blevens, an inmate of the Federal 
Penitentiary at Leavenworth. His letter was written in appreciation of the fine 
assistance George B. Trubow, a member of the Topeka Bar Association and _ this 
Association, rendered in the handling of his problem. The letter reads, in part, 
as follows: 


“Over a year ago, I sent Judge Huxman a letter stating I felt I had grounds for 
relief from the present conviction I am presently confined in prison for; the Judge 
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accepted my letter as a writ and assigned Mr. Trubow to assist me in my appeal. 
Since that time I have been before Judge Huxman three times and still have action 
pending before his court. Mr. Trubow has devoted a great deal of his time to my 
case. He has made several trips from Topeka to Leavenworth Penitentiary to 
see me; further, one session of court was held at Kansas City and he came there 
at his own expense. Not only has Mr. Trubow devoted many, many hours of his 
time, but also he has spent his own money to prepare briefs and memorandums. 


“Mr. Steerman, please understand that my case is not a simple one; it involves 
my being convicted by a Court Martial for a violation of Section 2385, Title U.S. 
Code 18, known as the Smith Act, while I was a member of the Army in Berlin, 
Germany. My trial itself was a 12 day ordeal and my record of trial is well 
over 500 pages. Further, Mr. Trubow has had to go through hundreds of papers 
that have been written by the Board of Review and also those of the United States 
Court of Military Appeals. He has had quite a hard job of going over all the papers 
that have been collected over the seven years I’ve been in prison. It has been 
no easy job and it still isn’t half over, but yet Mr. Trubow keeps plugging. 


e o * * 
“Mr. Steerman, the way Mr. Trubow works, and the time and money he has 
exhausted just for his dedication and interest in justice cannot be taken lightly. 
He is a credit to your Bar Association and still greater, he is a credit to the 
human race. 


“There is no way I can pay him, other than by believing in him and admiring 
him as a lawyer. He has my undying praise and appreciation, and he has 
rekindled my belief in the human race that I had thought was something of 
the past.” 


To George goes our appreciation and we join in commending him for the fine work 
done in this case. The recognition which George deserves for his untiring efforts can 
be extended to many others for their work during the past year, but to do so would 
unduly extend this report. We do, however, want those who have given of their time 
and money in carrying on the program of Legal Aid and Lawyer Referral Services 
to know that their help is greatly appreciated and George and the others are to be 
commended for the services rendered, all of which is done without expectation of 
compensation or reimbursement of any funds expended in carrying out the work. 

The Committee has been advised that the Wichita Bar Association, under the 
direction of the Honorable Howard C. Kline, one of the Judges of the District Court 
of Sedgwick County, Kansas, has incorporated a non-profit Kansas corporation for the 
purpose of establishing an organized legal aid society. The Wichita Bar is to be 
commended for the creation of this corporate society which, in turn, will make 
available legal aid and assistance on a much improved basis and will provide legal aid 
for all persons whether or not they are able to pay for such assistance and help. 

If and when the state-wide plan, as has been discussed in previous reports, has 
been adopted and put into effect and co-ordinated with the legal aid organizations in 
the larger cities and counties, then and only then will timely legal assistance be 
forthcoming and the legal rights of all persons fully protected. 

In addition to the Legal Aid and Lawyer Referral work accomplished this past 
year by the Committee, the Committee has continued to do the work heretofore known 
as legal assistance to servicemen. This includes giving legal assistance and advice to 
all persons in the military forces of our nation and this portion of the work has been 
co-ordinated with the work of the Standing Committee of the American Bar Association 
entitled “Legal Assistance to Servicemen.” 
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The Chairman of the Committee desires to express his appreciation for the work 
of the members of the Committee during the past year. They have given of their 
time willingly and have made available any funds that were necessary for expenses in 
performing their part of the work accomplished. 

It is the recommendation of the Committee that this Committee be continued. No 
funds of the Association were expended by the Committee during the past year, but, 
as in the past, a reasonable sum should be budgeted for the coming year to cover 
any expenses that may arise, and which cannot be otherwise financed, in carrying 
on the work of the Committee.

LABOR LAW 


The Committee met at the time of the mid-year meeting of the Association in 
Wichita, Kansas, on October 16, 1959. Five of the nine members of the Committee 
were present at this meeting. 

In order to maintain continuity of purpose and activity, the Committee again re- 
viewed the statement of purpose adopted at the initial beginning of this Committee 
several years ago. Also for such continuity, this statement is repeated in this report: 


1. To serve as an operational committee of the Bar Association in recommending 
to the Executive Council matters on which it is felt that the Bar Association 
should act or express its opinions with reference to Labor legislation. In so 
doing, the Committee should seek to maintain a position of operating on an 
objective basis as distinguished from a partisan basis. 

2. To carry on a continuing educational process for the purpose of keeping the 
lawyers of Kansas advised as to Labor Law and changes in Labor Law. 


A vigorous discussion was had as to many matters in the field of labor law. It was 
decided, without formal action, that no committee action was required in the first 
enumerated area of committee responsibility. 

As to the continuing education of the legal profession in the field of labor law, 
it was the consensus that once again a legal institute type program should be offered 
at the state meeting. The everyday importance of the field of law to lawyers and 
their clients is becoming increasingly recognized. All, except the youngest lawyers, 
have not had the benefit of formal legal education in this field of law. It is the 
responsibility of the Association to make continuing education in labor law available 
to all lawyers. Therefore, the Committee requested the Program Committee of the 
Association to make available a session at the annual state meeting for a Section 
Meeting on Labor Law. This request was granted. 

The next step was the context of the institute type session. It was decided that a 
practical, step by step, analysis of representation matters should be presented. 

It was the further consensus that the presentation should be from the viewpoint 
of the representation of management. This view is not a departure from the require- 
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ment that the Committee should approach its responsibility objectively. It was the 
view that lawyers representing labor organizations are already oriented in this field 
of activity or are furnished orientation by their clients. It is the lawyer representing 
small business firms and companies who particularly needs the educational aid of 
the Association in order to give him a measure of orientation prerequisite to adequate 
client representation. 

In compliance with the Committee action, an institute type program has been 
arranged and scheduled for the afternoon of May 5, 1960, as part of the Annual 
Meeting of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas. 

It is urged that the Committee be continued as a regular Committee of the Associa- 
tion and directed to discharge the responsibilities as set forth in the Second Paragraph 
of this Report.

Time and space will not permit the inclusion in this report of a summary of the 
very fine personal record of each of these deceased lawyers. However, we think it 
would be appropriate to make the following brief special comment upon the three 
of those on the above list who served as Judges of the Supreme Court of Kansas. 

Hon. Harry K. Allen, who died July 14, 1959, served on the Supreme Court for 
one term, from 1937 to 1943. He was the only Democrat who had been elected to 
that position for a great many years. While his service during his tenure of office 
was highly credible, at the end of his first term he was succeeded by a Republican. 

Hon. John S. Dawson, who died at the age of 90 years on February 19, 1960, had 
served on the Supreme Court from 1915 until his retirement in 1945, the latter portion 
of his service being in the capacity of Chief Justice. During Judge Dawson’s long 
service on the court he established an outstanding reputation for ability and integrity. 

Hon. W. D. Jochems, who died February 20, 1960, like Judge Allen, had only a 
short period of service on the Supreme Court, extending from January to December, 
1930. While Judge Jochems’ judicial service was brief, it was characterized by the 
same outstanding ability which characterized his many years of service as a practicing 
lawyer before and after his service on the court. 

It seems proper to state that it is with special regret that the name of William M. 
Beall is included in this report, by reason of the fact that he was at the time of his 
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death serving as President of the Kansas State Bar Association. Mr. Beall had estab- 
lished a fine reputation as a member for a great many years of the Clay County Bar. 
During his one term in Kansas State Senate he became one of the recognized leaders 
of that important body, an honor attained by very few members of the Senate during 
a first term. 

Your Committee appreciates the cooperation of Mr. John W. Shuart, Executive 
Secretary of the Association, and of the District Judges and the attorneys who aided 
us in obtaining the information embodied in this report.

MEDICO-LEGAL 


Your committee on relations with the Kansas Medical Society held several meetings 
with the similar committee representing the Medical Society during the year. All 
of the meetings were well attended by both attorneys and doctors from the respective 
committees. 

The committee explored the question of access to hospital records prior to litigation, 
but due to the fact that the Kansas Hospital Association is a separate entity from 
the Kansas Medical Society, very little progress was made. The Kansas Hospital 
Association appears to adhere to the policy of requiring a court order or subpoena 
before making hospital records available, although it also appears to consider some 
cases on an individual basis. Your committee has taken a position to the effect that 
hospital records in instances of personal injury and workmen’s compensation should 
be available to authorized attorneys without a court order or subpoena, but although 
the representatives of the Kansas Medical Society expressed understanding of the 
position of the Bar, no modification of the position of the Hospital Association has 
so far been possible. Your committee recommends that this area continue to be explored. 

Your committee further considered during the year, with the representatives of the 
Kansas Medical Society, proposals for the handling of medical malpractice actions, 
and particularly proposals which, if adopted, would result in a preliminary screening of 
such actions and also aid in affording medical testimony in such cases found 
meritorious. The question remains under serious study and the Medical Society has 
requested additional time in which to obtain data respecting the possibility of a 
specific agreement in this area. Your committee recommends that its work in this 
area be continued. 

Other matters of general interest to both professions have been under consideration, 
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including a proposal for the mutual exchange of published articles in the professional 
journals of the two organizations. 
Your committee recommends that its work be continued.

PUBLIC RELATIONS 


The Public Relations Committee of your Bar Association has, as a committee and 
through various sub-committees, been active in all fields of public relations for this 
association. The efforts of the committee have been but a part of the public relations 
program. The committee’s activities would have been valueless without the constant 
assistance of our Executive Secretary, John Shuart. Public relations for this association 
can be divided into three parts. First of all, you have the study, analysis work and 
recommendations of the committee; second, you have the approval and adoption 
of these recommendations by the Executive Council; and third, you have the adminis- 
tration and carrying into effect of the adopted recommendations by our Executive 
Secretary. The day-to-day work, delivery of press releases and dissemination of 
information involving the public relations of this Bar is dependent greatly upon 
his good offices and your Public Relations Committee wants to take this opportunity 
to thank the Executive Secretary for being an integral part of the public relations 
of lawyers in this state. 

During the past year this committee has been in the process of studying many 
of the facets of the public relations for this Bar Association and by this report we 
will advise the members of the association of some of our activities. 

1. The Press Bar Award. The committee has carried on the Press Bar Award from 
previous years; however, the number of entries have not been as substantial as we 
would have liked. We have enlarged the award by changing the name to “News 
Media Bar Award” thus covering all types of news disseminated through the office 
of the Executive Secretary. We have contacted all local Bar Associations in an effort 
to encourage direct contact on their part with the journalists and news commentators in 
their area. We also propose to continue to publicize this award among our own 
members in subsequent years in the hope that they will submit entries in the news 
media field which they believe have advanced the interests of the legal profession 
in their area. 

2. Client’s Security Fund. Although not entirely within the ambit of this committee’s 
jurisdiction, the committee has discussed the value of a security fund for the lawyers 
of this state to cover defalcations, should any occur, on the part of any attorney 
practicing law in Kansas. The committee is considering both the cost of a surety 
bond and also the possibility of financing the fund by contributions from attorneys; 
however, no action has been taken at this time. 
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3. Malpractice or Attorney's Liability Insurance. The committee unanimously 
recommended that all members of this association be strongely urged and encouraged 
to purchase malpractice insurance. The committee believes that, with the purchase 
of this insurance, clients will be protected from errors that on occasion do occur and 
that when they have this protection the opportunities for unfortunate incidents involving 
the public relations of this profession are materially reduced. Your association has 
made available to you a malpractice insurance policy at a very substantially reduced 
rate with broad coverage and it is the hope of the committee that all members of 
this association have or will take advantage of the availability of such a policy. 

4. State-wide Speakers Bureau. The committee recommends that the State Bar 
Association make available to the members of its association as well as to lay groups 
within the state a list of speakers who will talk on subjects involving the law before 
both professional and non-professional audiences. A partial list of these speakers 
has been prepared and appeared in a recent news letter of this association. The 
committee recommends that as this list increases it be set forth in a pamphlet for 
public distribution by the association. 

The committee recommends and strongly urges all local Bar Associations to set up 
speakers bureaus in their own community believing that this is one of the most important 
fields in which the relations of the legal profession with the lay community may be 
advanced. 

6. Institutional Advertising. The committee recommends that this association direct 
its Executive Council to allot an annual budget for state-wide institutional advertising 
and that this institutional advertising insofar as the State Bar Association is concerned, 
be carried on in news media which have either state-wide circulation or multi-county 
circulation, it being left to the local Bar Associations to institute a similar program in 
their community. 

7. Certification Stamp for Lawyers. In some states a certification stamp is placed 
upon all legal documents prepared by lawyers which in effect advises the reader that 
this document was prepared by an attorney licensed to practice law in that particular 
state. The committee considered the possibility of making available such stamps 
in the State of Kansas; however, recommended that further study be given this subject. 

8. Client Fee Card. The committee recommends that a client fee card be printed 
and copies thereof be sent to all lawyers in the association with the recommendation that 
they be prominently displayed in their office. This client fee card states: 


“To All My Clients: I invite you to discuss frankly with me any questions regarding 
my services or my fees. The best legal service is based on a clear mutual under- 
standing between lawyer and client.” 


This card has been approved and has been disseminated by the Public Relations 
Committee of the Florida Bar Association. 

9. Annual Legal Check-up. The committee is in the process of preparing, through 
a sub-committee, a confidential annual legal check-up form to be made available to all 
members of the association in sufficient quantity for use by them for their clients. 
This annual legal check-up form covers the status of individual clients from year 
to year as it relates to most normal legal associations and problems. The annual legal 
check-up form has been used by many State Bar Associations with great success. The 
committee hopes that this form will be prepared and available to the lawyers of this 
state in the next few months. 

10. Jury Handbook. The committee recommends that, upon completion of prepara- 
tion, a jury handbook be made available at specified prices to the counties of this state. 
A special sub-committee has been appointed to prepare such a handbook for the 
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association. Once prepared it is the hope of this committee that the county com- 
missioners of this state will purchase the handbook for use by the juries in that county. 

1l. Pamphlets. Through sub-committees the Public Relations Committee is attempt- 
ing to prepare pamphlets on being a witness for use by attorneys in the state, a possible 
revision of a Public Relations pamphlet on “Meet Your Lawyer,” a pamphlet on 
installment purchasing and a pamphlet on the Motor Vehicle Responsibility Act. As 
soon as these pamphlets are prepared and approved by the committee we hope that 
they will be made available to all members of the association. The committee gave 
consideration to the possibility of drafting a pamphlet on fees as recommended by a 
member of this Bar Association; however, it was felt that further study should be 
given such a pamphlet since there is a considerable deviation in the method and 
manner of charging fees throughout the state. 

12. Law Day. Through the office of the Executive Secretary information was 
disseminated with reference to Law Day, May 1, 1960, in an effort to make every 
local association aware of this very important day and with the hope that, in their 
community, the local Bar Associations would have programs, press releases and carry 
on such uther activities as would advance the importance of this day in the State of 
Kansas. The reports thus far received indicate that most local associations did carry 
on programs for Law Day and it is the committee’s recommendation that these 
programs be continued and increased from year to year. 

While the members of your Public Relations Committee have attempted to work 
on various projects to advance the status of this association and its members in the 
state the real public relations between the lawyer and the layman can only be 
effectively advanced at the local level. Any good Public Relations Committee of a 
state association is entirely dependent upon the activities and interest of the members of 
the association and the local bar groups. True public relations begins and ends in 
this area and your Public Relations Committee urges that each local bar association 
form an active Public Relations Committee and give to that committee a sufficient 
budget to carry on the substantial task which is theirs.

TAXATION 


Mr. Chairman: Your Committee on Taxation submits the following report: 

Five members of the Committee were present at the mid-year meeting of the 
Association in Wichita on October 16, 1959. The Committee examined a report on 
the progress and status of H.R. 10—the legislation pending in Congress which would 
permit a self-employed person to defer income tax each year on a portion of his 
self-employed income to provide for his retirement. It was noted that H.R. 10 had 
been passed by the House of Representatives and referred to the Senate Finance 
Committee. It was recommended that the Association forward to each of its members 
a report on the progress of H.R. 10 and request that each of the members support 
such legislation by contacting the two Kansas Senators urging their support of this bill, 
and by requesting their self-employed clients and friends to contact the Kansas 
Senators to support this bill. The recommendations of this Committee were made to 
the Association and it forwarded to each of its members a brief bulletin concerning 
the progress of this legislation, together with a request that each member take the 
action suggested by this Committee. 

The Treasury Department has recently submitted to the Senate Finance Committee 
a counter proposal to H.R. 10 which would permit self-employed persons to obtain 
tax deferrals for retirement programs by establishing pension plans meeting the present 
requirements of the Internal Revenue Code as to nondiscrimination of benefits 
and coverage for their own employees. This counter proposal contains two provisions 
which would amend present law by taking out of the law the provisions providing 
for capital gain treatment for lump sum distributions and the exclusion from the 
gross estate for estate tax purposes in cases where the employee's estate is not the 
designated beneficiary. This Committee makes no recommendation relative to further 
action of the Association concerning this legislation. 
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The Committee gave its approval to a suggestion that a certified copy of the 
inventory and appraisal used in the Probate Court be used as the inventory and appraisal 
required by the Inheritance Tax Department and referred the matter to a member 
of the Committee to take up with the Inheritance Tax Division of the Department 
of Revenue. 

The Committee gave consideration to the possibility of codifying the Kansas Tax 
statutes and recommended that the matter be submitted to the Association with a 
recommendation that it be studied by the Legislature.

PROFESSIONAL ETHICS 


It is gratifying to report that both lawyers and laymen have continued to avail them- 
selves of the services of this committee at the rate of about one communication every 
ten or twelve days during the past year. Of the nine instances in which advisory 
opinions were requested, six of the inquiries could be disposed of by informal opinions 
from the chairman, two have become the subject of formal opinions Nos. 14 and 15, 
which are submitted herewith for publication in the Bar Journal, and the other, No. 16, 
is still under consideration. [Eprror’s Note: The “Professional Ethics Opinions” com- 
mence on page 11 of this issue.] 

Most of the 22 complaints were of the usual kind in which the committee was 
given an opportunity to do a public relations job by trying to erase the misconceptions 
under which the particular client was laboring. In a few instances the Association 
member in question had, through carelessness or neglect, done himself and the pro- 
fession a disservice. We have found lawyers to be unvaryingly co-operative in correcting 
such situations. 

Unfortunately, we also have under consideration one complaint which is of a more 
serious nature. We are carrying out prescribed procedures in order to determine 
whether disciplinary action must be recommended. During this process, we have 
seen ample evidence that an addition to the professional staff of the Association might 
be desirable. Such a man could certainly be of great assistance to several of the 
committees of this Association as investigator and committee counsel. 

Every one of the present members of this committee has given generously of his 
time to personal investigative work in his geographical area in addition to the joint 
action which is taken by the entire group through personal conferences and voluminous 
correspondence. Much was accomplished at the mid-year meeting in Wichita on 
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October 16, 1959. The grievance committees of local bar associations continued to 
do excellent work, which relieves us substantially. 

It is hoped that the Bar of this State will become increasingly ethics-conscious and 
that this committee may be of some assistance to the Association and to its members 
in achieving this goal.

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: The Unauthorized Practice of Law, Donald Hickman of 
Arkansas City, Chairman. (The report has been filed and will be published in the 
Journal.) . 


UNAUTHORIZED PRACTICE OF LAW 


Substantially more complaints of the unauthorized practice of law reached the 
Committee during the current year than in previous years. However, almost all of the 
complaints have been satisfactorily disposed of by correspondence and personal calls, 
without resort to any further action on the part of the Committee or the Association. 

One interesting complaint involved a so-called “Investment Tax Consultant” who 
advertised as “specializing in reducing income and estate taxes by legal means not 
generally used.” After considerable correspondence, the firm which was advertising 
such services agreed that it would desist in the use of his services and in advertising 
to furnish the same to its clients. 

A title company in one of the larger cities engaged in advertising “free real estate 
closings,” its advertisement stating that it would draw real estate contracts and deeds, 
and other legal instruments, without charge, in connection with real estate matters 
handled by that office. Such advertising was stopped upon complaint of the Committee. 

The position of the bar in combating the infringements upon the practice of law 
by “estate planners” has been strengthened during the year by an opinion of the 
Standing Committee on Unauthorized Practice of Law, American Bar Association, 
Opinion 1959-A, published in the ABA Journal for December, 1959, page 1296. 
This opinion should be of interest to all lawyers as it concerns the propriety of the 
conduct of corporations and of individuals who are not lawyers but who, through 
advertisements, brochures, orally or otherwise, solicit legal work or hold themselves 
out to the public as being available to give legal assistance in the field of estate 
planning, or to do the whole job of planning an estate. 

The opinion states, in substance, that there can be no question that estate planning, 
except where it is in the nature of an analysis of the facts and assets of an estate, 
involves legal work and constitutes the practice of law. When engaged in by an 
individual who is not a lawyer, or by a corporation, it is the unauthorized practice 
of law. The opinion refers to one of the few cases on the subject, which is Chicago 
Bar Association v. Financial Planning, Inc., decided March 21, 1958, 26 Law Week, 
2662, in which the Illinois court permanently enjoined the defendants from giving 
legal counsel and advice, rendering legal opinions, preparing, drafting and construing 
legal documents, preparing estate plans which embody legal analysis, counsel and 
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advice, and holding themselves out as persons who prepare estate plans embodying 
legal analysis, counsel and advice, among other things. 

It is suggested that when instances of such solicitation to practice law without 
authority, relating to estate planning, come to the attention of individual lawyers, that 
they communicate directly with this Committee, or with the Executive Secretary. 
Appropriate action can be taken to the end that the individual’s personal attorney 
be directly consulted in such matters. 

The State Bank Commissioner’s office forwarded to the office of the Attorney 
General during the year copies of deposit slips used by a national bank in the state, 
which, on the reverse side thereof, stated: 


“Help your Exchange by giving them your legal work. Very nominal fees charged. 
, wills, contracts, farm leases, oil leases, typing, notary public.” 


The bank in question, upon complaint of the Committee, promptly advised that it 
would desist in the use of such deposit slips and the patently unauthorized practice 
of law thereby solicited. 

The perennial complaint concerning collection agencies, and others, using forms 
simulating legal process came in for its usual attention by the Committee. Numerous 
letters were written to various agencies and firms which, almost without exception, 
advised that they would desist in the further use of such forms. This problem seems 
to be a continuing one but one in which the Association seems to be gradually educating 
most collection agencies and it is hoped that the publicity that has been given the 
subject will serve to further reduce the number of complaints in this field. 

The practice of certain abstracters in drawing deeds, easements, affidavits, releases, 
mortgages and notes was called to the attention of the Committee which rendered 
a formal opinion on the matter to the effect that preparation by abstracters of such 
legal instruments constitutes the unauthorized practice of law. The Committee 
recommended that a local bar association, within the county, acting through its 
appropriate officers or committees, confer with the abstracters involved and seek 
their voluntary cessation of such practices. It appears that similar unauthorized practices 
on the part of abstracters and others within the state have been voluntarily terminated 
by action of local bar associations, and it is believed, unless such persons and firms 
persist in such practices, that complaints may best be handled on a local and voluntary 
basis. 

The Committee has furnished the Secretary of State a suggested form for use in 
forwarding commissions to notaries public pointing out that such commissions do not 
entitle holders to engage in the practice of law and undertaking to define the practice 


in general terms.

PRESIDENT-ELECT LANG: Next is the report of the Junior Bar, Calvin McMillan of 
Wichita, Chairman: 
JUNIOR BAR SECTION 


At the 1959 Annual Meeting of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas, the 
Junior Bar Committee held an election and the following were elected as officers: 
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Calvin McMillan, Wichita, Chairman; Clarence King, Salina, Vice-Chairman; Donald 
G. McFerson, Hutchinson, Treasurer; Robert White, Pittsburg, Secretary. 

In addition to the adove named officers, the following gentlemen were named as 
members of the Junior Bar Committee by the President of our association: 

Frank Sabatini, Topeka; Dan Dwyer, Wichita; Gerald L. Cooley, Lawrence; Warren 
Ralston, El] Dorado; Wallace Buck, Topeka. 

In addition, Mr. Robert J. Dole was named as Ex-officio member of the Junior Bar 
Committee by our President. 

The following is a résumé of our Junior Bar accomplishments during the 1959-1960 
administrative year: 

1. The Junior Bar sponsored a law school seminar on practice selection which 
was presented to the KU law school the afternoon of February 8, 1960. The panel then 
journeyed to Washburn law school for an evening banquet which was well attended by 
law school students and faculty members. The panel on practice selection was again 
presented and enthusiastically received. This panel was comprised of young attorneys 
representing various types of law practices who each explained to the students the 
advantages and disadvantages of their respective associations. The panel was composed 
of Edward Wheeler, Topeka, representing the corporate practice of law; Jerry Hannah, 
Topeka, who explained the duties of the U.S. District Attorney’s Office; Dan Meyers, 
Wakefield, who extolled the virtues of practicing in a small town; Frank Sabatini, 
Topeka, who observed the present opportunities existing in the field of patent law; 
Harry Hobson, Wichita, who discussed the pros and cons of practicing law in Wichita 
with a large firm; and this writer, who acted as moderator for the panel. A myriad 
of other helpful hints gained from personal experience in the practice of law were 
also interwoven into the discussion. 

The purpose of this panel was to give the student a look at the practical side of 
practicing law and to provide him with an idea as to what certain types of practices 
might have to offer. The receptability of the students to this type program was 
encouragingly high and this writer wholeheartedly recommends its continuance in 
the future. Its success, in large measure, was due to the organizational efforts of Frank 
Sabatini of Topeka and Gerald Cooley of Lawrence. 

2. A second project sponsored by the Junior Bar was the distribution throughout 
the libraries of our State of pamphlets on legal subjects written especially for laymen. 
These pamphlets and containers, for which a charge of $2.50 was made, were obtained 
by writing our Executive Secretary, John Shuart, in Topeka, Kansas. Each member of 
the Junior Bar Committee was assigned a special district in our State and requested 
to contact the members of the Bar within that district with regard to distributing these 
pamphlets in their local libraries. Our purpose, quite frankly, was to expose the 
average layman to his need for legal services and foster better public relations by 
making available without charge these pamphlets on legal subjects. 

3. A luncheon was held in Topeka, Kansas, on June 24, 1959, for the new admittees 
to the Bar. This luncheon was attended by nearly all the new admittees as well as the 
members of the Supreme Court, the Attorney General, members of the Federal 
Judiciary, and Topeka Bar officials. The luncheon cost $112.00 and was paid for by 
the American Bar Association, Junior Bar Conference. Jim James and Clyde Christey 
made the necessary arrangements for this luncheon and did an excellent job of selling 
the new admittees to the Bar on the advantages of joining local, State and American 
Bar Associations. This project was a continuation of a policy established previously 
and, in this writer’s opinion, should be continued from year to year. 
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4. Your writer certified the following delegates and their alternates to the Junior 
Bar Conference Annual Meeting at Miami, Florida, in August of 1959: Clarence L. 
King, Salina; Richard Holmes, Wichita; Payne H. Ratner, Jr., Wichita; and Cecil 
Merkle, Wichita. These delegates and their alternates attended this convention and 
have since helped considerably to generate enthusiasm for our Junior Bar projects, 
These delegates absorbed their own expenses in attending this convention and this 
writer would like to recommend to the Kansas Bar Association that said Association 
defray at least the traveling expenses of the two delegates from the Kansas Junior Bar 
to the annual American Bar Association conference to be held in 1960. It is felt 
that such aid would stimulate and encourage a more active participation on the part 
of the members of the Junior Bar in the over-all program of our association. 

On Thursday, May 5, 1960, at the annual meeting of the Junior Bar Committee, this 
writer made a short report, the substance thereof being the same as this report, and 
officers were elected. After that, a social hour was held and a good time had by all.

PRESIDENT-ELECT LaNnc: Thank you, Mr. McMillan. May we express our apprecia- 
tion and thanks and compliment you for the affirmative action that you have taken 
during the current year. We trust you will continue. 

Mr. McMutan: Thank you. 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: At this time I want Mr. Shuart to introduce a gentleman 
to you who I think may have a few words to say to you. 

Mr. Suuart: First of all, I would like any of you who do not have a stub for the 
drawing to hold up your hands so that the men at the door may give you one, because 
we are giving away some books through Matthew Bender and Company, and I want 
you all to have an equal chance to get them. 

In connection with H.R. 10, the Jenkins-Keogh Bill, which was reported heretofore, 
I would point out that I think Kansas has been very active in this matter, and although 
we can’t take credit for it, the situation that existed six months ago has improved 
immeasurably. We have been in close contact with the Senate Finance Committee, 
of which Senator Carlson is a member, and it was our understanding that the status 
was just about fifty-fifty, so we have tried very much to tell the Senator our position. 
We have consistently shown movies, we have contacted him, we have called him, 
President Scovel called him, other presidents have called him, and we have made 
our best effort to explain to the Senators, and to Senator Carlson in particular, that the 
Bar of the State of Kansas is in favor of Jenkins-Keogh Bill. The fact that now the 
Treasury Department has changed their position—not being opposed to it any further— 
I think may be in part due to our efforts. 

We have, I notice, and this is President Lang’s prerogative, but if I may mention, 
Mr. Ilus W. Davis, President of the Missouri Bar Association who just walked in, and 
I am sure we would like to have him make a few remarks. Mr. Davis. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT-ELECT LANG: It is nice to present Mr. Davis to you. He was a wonderful 
host in Missouri. 
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REMARKS BY MISSOURI BAR PRESIDENT 


Mr. Davis: Thank you, Mr. Lang. It was certainly pleasant to be able to drive 
across the viaduct this morning, instead of having to make a long trip to meet 
with my fellow lawyers from the State of Kansas. We have enjoyed the presence 
of your presidents at our state convention for the past several years, and we look 
forward to having him with us next September in St. Louis. I know that the two’ 
states have many common problems, because I know that without the help of many 
Kansas lawyers from day to day, I would have a hard time practicing law. I am getting 
a great lot of good assistance from various parts of the state, I can assure you. 

I hope that you have a wonderful meeting here this year and that you are carrying 
on a successful program. It is my observation that Bar associations across the country 
are becoming more active and that the profession is taking more interest in Bar 
association work all over the United States. I think there is a rising interest in Bar 
association work and rising attendance in the affairs of our profession. Judging from 
the amount of traveling that I have had to do the past year, I know that the lawyers 
are out and about and are interested in what’s going on. 

Sometimes attending all these meetings leaves you with an ego a little overstuffed, 
but I find in my own household that that tends to equalize upon my return from these 
trips. 

A short time ago I stopped in at the airport, and went over to get weighed and get 
my fortune and out came a ticket and I was looking at it, and it said, “You are a great 
businessman. You are a fine civic leader. You are a great lover.” About that time 
my wife looked over my shoulder and she said, “Hah, and they got your weight wrong 
too.” (Laughter) So if your president gets a little up in the air, you just send him 
on home for a few days, and I think he will settle down all right. 

Anyway, it’s a great pleasure to be with you, and I hope to have a chance to enjoy 
some of your meetings and I will see you all later. Thank you. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: Thank you, Mr. Davis. Now, John, if you please. 

Mr. SHuart: I would again remind you that there is a stag lunch this noon. Tickets 
are available at the registration desk and the Wyandotte Bar will make it a very 
entertaining occasion, I am sure, because all you are paying for is the lunch and they 
are putting on the entertainment. 

Now, we have present a member of the American Bar Association staff, by the 
name of Milton E. Moskau, Assistant Director of the Traffic Court Program. I men- 
tioned in my talk that we have a Traffic Court conference coming up. It’s my 
pleasure to introduce Mr. Moskau at this particular moment, and I think he can present 
to you the over-all picture of what the American Bar Association is hoping to accomplish 
by its program, in which I know we are all greatly interested. (Applause) 

Mr. SHuarT: You saw me go out and tell him he was going to be on and he was 
going to have to give a talk. He came here just to listen to us, but he’s on the spot 
now, so we are inviting him to give us a message. 

Mr. Moskau: Thank you, John. Mr. President, members of the Kansas Bar 
Association. 


REPORT ON TRAFFIC COURT STUDY 


I think you people in Kansas grow taller than the person who put this microphone 
up here. Can you all hear me? 

I want to carry greetings to the Association from the American Bar Association. 
We are always happy to attend meetings of this kind, and the American Bar Association 
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recognizes the Kansas Bar Association as a very outstanding association throughout 
the country. 

I am assistant to the director of the Traffic Court Program. The director is 
Jim Economos. Perhaps many of you know him. We are interested, in our particular 
division of the work, in the advancement and progress and improvement of courts 
throughout the country which handle traffic cases. In the State of Kansas, you have 
recognized the fact that perhaps your court structure needs some looking into. And 
at the 1959 session of the legislature, a law was passed authorizing the Legislative 
Council to make a study and survey of your court system. In that same law, the 
Legislative Council was authorized and directed to enter into a contract with the 
American Bar Association to make this study. Since last July, we have been engaged 
in this work and yesterday at the City Attorneys’ Association, they gave a report on the 
matter, but I think there are several of you here who were not present at that meeting, 
and so I will mention just briefly what we are doing. 

In the first place, we are making a very full study and solicitation of statistics 
directly from the courts involved. The police courts in the cities, the justice of the 
peace courts, your city courts, county courts, district courts, and the common pleas 
and magistrate courts. Statistics are obtained as to the case loads, the total criminal 
law cases and the traffic cases which are handled in these various courts. Then in 
addition to getting this information directly from the court, we are compiling a list 
of the justice of the peace courts throughout the state. We were not able to find 
such a list any place, and so we are in the process of putting this together. That is 
followed up by getting information from them. 

We also find that the Judicial Council has certain statistics from their reports, 
but they are not as complete as we need for this study. 

In addition to finding out just what is going on in these courts, we are determining 
just what your various courts are doing, and also what your constitutional and statutory 
and case decision provisions say with respect to your courts, as to their establishment, 
their jurisdiction, and their operation, administration and procedure, in these types 
of cases. 

Then after determining the court system and structure and the legal provisions as 
it now stands, we make actual observations in the courts by attending court sessions, 
having conferences with judges and prosecutors, police officers, highway patrol, and 
what not, and to find out how close to the statutes the courts are actually operating and 
what they are doing along the nature of changing their procedure just automatically 
without a change of code. 

To get some idea of what types of trends are going on. Then we will make recom- 
mendations to the Legislative Council, which will be in the form of printed books to 
them when we complete the study and analysis of all that we find. 

This report to the Legislative Council will be given it so that it can present these 
recommendations as it sees fit to the 1961 session of the Legislature for such 
action as it feels is needed to improve your courts. We can do no more than 
study it, analyze it, and make the recommendations, put it in writing, and give it to 
them, and what happens from there is up to the Council and the Legislature. We will 
always be willing and ready to come out to any committee meetings or anything of 
that nature, if such is needed. 

Now, when you get a court system, and when you get judges elected, we feel that 
they still have something to learn in the handling of traffic cases other than just the 
laws of procedure, some of the substantive laws of the state, so we work in coopera- 
tion with Bar associations, and here we are cooperating with John Shuart and your 
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Traffic Court Committee in having a Traffic Court Conference, which will be held in 
the law school at Washburn University in Topeka on June 6th and 7th this year. 
Any of you who are judges of courts or traffic courts where traffic cases are heard, or 
prosecutors there, or if you are in any way connected with the governing body of a 
municipality or sub-division as such, we would appreciate it if you would see that 
either your judge and prosecutor or one of them can attend this conference. The 
purpose in it is to give them a viewpoint in the instruction so that they can handle these 
types of cases better than they have before. In other words, to give them a fuller 
understanding of just what is involved. 

Now in addition to that, we also take an inventory of all of the courts handling cases 
throughout the country which will lead us to certain weaknesses in various courts. 
We would like to have your Traffic Court Committee or your Executive Committee 
consider the question of your assisting the American Bar in distributing these reports, 
the forms, to the cities, to the courts of the cities throughout the state and also the 
courts of the various counties throughout the state, so if such could be done, we would 
appreciate very much favorable consideration of that. Because you locally can get 
these reports out to your cities and to your courts better than we can, and you can 
see that they are returned. And then when these reports, or inventory blanks, come 
back, they are analyzed and the analysis is brought to the city, and the analysis is given 
to the officials of the city, including the judges, the prosecutors, and the governing 
boards, telling them in what respect they are weak and in what respects they can 
improve their courts. So that for your benefit, if you can get more of these reports in, 
more cities will have the benefit of this type of analysis. 

I appreciate very much that you called on me and gave me this opportunity to 
mention these things to you and to carry greetings from the American Bar Association. 
Thank you very much. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: Thank you, Mr. Moskau. 

I'd like to recognize two lady lawyers in the audience, Mrs. Ramskill and Mrs. Burns 
from Burlingame and Lyndon, I think, respectively. You compliment us by your 
presence. 

At this moment, we will now have that honest drawing, please. (A drawing is made 
for some law books. ) 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: I have been reminded that Mr. J. N. Snyder is in the 
room now, on “Standards for Title Examination.” Would you make your report now 
please, Mr. Snyder. 


STANDARDS FOR TITLE EXAMINATION* 


Mr. Snyper: Gentlemen, we* have been meeting this morning on some things that 
have come up recently, and that’s why we didn’t get here until now. We beg your 
pardon for being so late. 

I've got a whole file of stuff here, and we'll try not to take all of it up. 

In the first place, you will be very disappointed to hear that we recommend that 
no change be made in the Title Standards at this time. 

I think that this report is going to be in four parts. That’s the first part. I think 
we might take them up as we go along. So I'd like to recommend at this time to 
the members of the Bar that there be no changes in the Title Standards at this time. I'll 
make that motion. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Now for part two. We had a matter of legislation pending on Revision of the 
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Federal Lien Laws referred to our committee by the Executive Secretary. There are 
bills pending before the Congress on those questions, and the committee didn’t feel 
that this was a matter for the Title Standards Committee, but we did consider it, 
and we do have a couple of recommendations to make on it. 

I might take the time to tell you a little bit about it because I think most of you 
will be interested. 

The American Bar Association has either drafted or backed these bills which are 
now pending before the Congress, and the Chairman of the Special Committee on 
Federal Liens of the American Bar Association (apparently we have no such com- 
mittee) referred this to our association, and in turn it got down to our committee. 

Let me read briefly the part you will be interested in. This is from the Chairman, 
Mr. Laurens Williams: 

“The American Bar Association proposals for comprehensive revision of the laws 
relating to federal tax liens, federal priorities and procedural problems related thereto 
has now been introduced in Congress.” It may be that some of you will want to 
take these bill numbers down and write your Congressman about them. One of the 
bills is H.R. 7914. There is a companion bill, H.R. 7950, introduced in the House. 
In the Senate, there is Senate Bill 2305. The Chairman states that, “. . . these bills 
would alleviate many inequities which have resulted from the judicial interpretation 
of present provisions of the law under which mortgagees, contract purchasers, mechanic 
lienors, sureties, landlords, attorneys, warehousemen, state and local government and 
other lien creditors have been subordinated to subsequently arising federal tax liens and 
thus in effect have been required to bear the burden of another person’s federal taxes. 
The bills would also modernize the 160-year-old law giving the United States virtually 
absolute priority in nonbankruptcy solvency proceedings, such as_receiverships, 
assignments to creditors and so forth and bringing the insolvency rules more in line 
with the principles applied in bankruptcy. The bills would also clarify the rights 
and obligations of debtors of a taxpayer upon whom a levy is made to assure that they 
will not be placed in a worse position than if the taxpayer himself had sued them, and 
make a number of procedural changes clarifying the rights of third parties to protect 
themselves by suit when their property is seized or threatened with seizure for the 
taxes of another and simplifying the procedure for removing a federal lien when a 
senior lien is in force.” 

Copies of this legislation, of course, you can get from your Congressman, or you 
might write to the American Bar Association at Chicago and get it, and if you have 
$2.00 you can send that and they will give you a comprehensive, explanatory report 
of what they’re trying to do. 

Your committee recommends to you first, that the matter be referred to the Executive 
Committee of the Bar Association and that a special committee be appointed, either on 
Federal Legislation generally or on Federal Lien Law, to consider this thing and 
push it. We think it ought to be pushed. 

And secondly, that the members of the Bar interest themselves in the matter, and 
either write and get the bills if they want to, or take the word of this gentleman who 
is proposing it for the American Bar Association and write your Congressman and urge 
the bill be passed. 

Those are the recommendations of the committee, and I so move. (Motion seconded 
and carried.) 

Now, number three. We have been talking a long time about annotating and Title 
Standards. I think most of the members of the Title Standards Committee for years 
have felt that it should be done. Most feel now, with one or two exceptions, and I 
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believe the members of the Bar who have talked to members of the Committee, a 
great majority feel the same way. The question has been always, what would it cost, 
how long would it take, and how much annotation would there be? I don’t think 
anybody knows the answers to any of those questions. We discussed the matter at 
our Mid-year Meeting and didn’t come up with anything. Then we reconsidered it 
and we finally have something to report to you that you may be interested in. 

We believe that we should annotate the Standards and that we make, you might 
say a small start at first, see where we get to, and that we annotate the Standards to 
show Kansas cases, Kansas statutes, either on which the Standards were based, or citing 
the Standards since they have been passed, and possibly Federal cases, if there are 
any. I don’t know whether there are or not. That we do it with very little, if any 
comment, perhaps one or two comments, not go into a digest of the cases, but list 
them and the statutes, with just a little comment. 

Now, we have talked to several people about doing it, and we finally contacted 
Professor William R. Scott of the University of Kansas Law School. I am going to 
ask him to come up and talk to you about it in a minute. He said he would take it on, 
and have some students over there to help him, provided the members of the Bar 
who have any annotations in mind would be so kind as to write in to the Committee 
and give him those annotations that they have, which would save some work on their 
part; and provided some funds can be set up to pay for it, of course. 

Now, he doesn’t have any idea what it might cost or what it should cost. None 
of the members of the committee has any idea, because we don’t know how much 
time it will take, and how much would have to be done. We think it ought to be done. 

We are going to suggest this, and I am going to make a motion to that effect, after 
we get through here, that we do annotate the Standards along those lines, and that 
it be left to the Executive Committee of the Bar Association to allocate such funds, 
if they have any for any such purpose as they think they have or might afford, to do 
this job. If it isn’t enough, Professor Scott says he'll go ahead and finish it anyway. 
If it’s too little, he'll still go ahead, he thinks it ought to be done, and he’s willing to 
do it. We can’t set the price; we don’t know what funds the Bar has, if they have 
any, for that purpose. So we are going to make that recommendation. If the Bar says 
they don’t have any money, of course it can’t be done. 

Before I put this in the form of a motion, I am going to ask Professor Scott to come 
up and talk to you about it. 

This is Professor William R. Scott of the Law School of the University of Kansas. 
He has consented to go ahead with this job, if you want it done. Professor Scott. 
(Applause ) 

Proresson WiLL1AM R. Scott: Thank you, Mr. Snyder, for inviting me here to 
talk on this question of annotation. 

I have only one short comment to make. I have examined the Standards in about 
20 some states, and I find that they are annotated in those states. The only thing is, 
the annotations don’t amount to much; but the idea would be that you could spend 
quite a little time on finding that there is really nothing to annotate, and when I talked 
to the committee about it, I didn’t want to set any figure or anything like that, because 
I felt that when we came up with the end result, a number of you would read them 
and say, “Well, that doesn’t amount to much.” I am of the opinion you won't find 
too much that will be of any great help. I am also averse to any sort of comments 
on my part. I think in most states what they've done is just cite what authority there 
is and let it go at that. When you look at the cases that are cited, they really don’t help 
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too much, but at least you can say the Standards have been annotated, and we'll do 
our best to find really what’s there. Thank you very much. (Applause) 

Mr. Snyper: Thank you, Professor Scott. Does anyone have any questions to ask 
of Professor Scott or myself or any member of the committee, or suggestion about the 
annotation? 

Memser: This is just an inquiry directed to you. I wondered if there was any 
particular reason why the committee selected the K.U. Law School and didn’t say 
anything about Washburn Law School? (Laughter) 

Mr. SnyDER: We did refer the matter to Professor Scott at K.U. through the Dean, 
and asked for the name of somebody from Washburn Law School, a name did come up 
and he said he wasn’t interested. 

In fact, we're very lucky to have a volunteer to do the job. Professor Scott didn’t 
want to do it very much either, but somebody talked him into it. 

Are there any other questions or suggestions? 

Mr. Ernest N. YARNEVICH, Kansas City: I might suggest, the American Bar charges 
for these various publications, and I personally use the Title Standards quite a bit. It 
seems to me that if you are going to annotate those and give us the decisions, 
you have to pay a dollar or two. That’s the way you can raise the necessary funds to 
get the job done. 

Mr. Snyper: Thank you very much. It was also suggested by somebody on the 
committee that one of the title companies said at one time they might like to put 
up some money for something like that. Maybe the Executive Committee could get 
them to make a little donation. I don’t know. That suggestion was made. 

Are there any other questions or comments or suggestions? 

If not, I'll make a motion for the committee to the floor, annotate the Standards, 
Professor Scott do the job, as we have talked about, that he show Kansas cases, 
Federal cases, if any, Kansas statutes, with very little comment, and try to get the 
job done within the next year. He thinks he can do it within that time, all provided the 
Executive Committee can come up with some funds, such funds as they want to 
allocate to do the job. That is the motion. (Motion seconded) 

PRESIDENT-ELECT LANG: You have heard the motion, and it has been seconded. 
May I make this one personal observation. I am quite in favor of the annotation. I 
am not unmindful of the fact that money is not a negligible object, as far as the 
Executive Committee is concerned. If this motion is adopted, of course it means more 
work, more paper, et cetera. If the Committee can finagle in some manner somebody 
doing this, or raising money for us, then I say we should do it. 

Now are you ready for the question? 

MemsBeEr: Did I understand the motion carries with it the direction that it is to 
be done? 

PRESIDENT-ELECT LaNc: Only if the Executive Committee has the money with 
which to do it, as I understand. Is that correct? 

Mr. Snyver: That is correct. 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: Any further questions? Are you ready for the question? 
All in favor of the motion say aye. Contrary the same sign. It is carried, Mr. Snyder. 

Mr. SnyDER: Now the last thing, gentlemen. The recent opinion of the Supreme 
Court in Riggs v. Snell (186 Kan. 355 and 725) deals with the question of joint 
tenancy versus tenancy in common. All of you, I believe, got copies of it. That 
opinion was referred to the Committee on Title Standards shortly after the opinion 
came out, and at the time you all got a copy of it. 

The committee did discuss the thing by mail and then again this morning, and 
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we feel that the committee as a committee should take no action, as the matter is still 
pending before the Supreme Court on a motion for rehearing, and it’s a matter in 
controversy between the two parties, regardless of the opinions of the members 
of the committee or the members of the Bar, either way, pro or con, we feel that 
the committee as such should take no action, and not appear as a committee as amicus 
curae on either side. That’s the way we feel about it. We don’t think it is the function 
of the committee for those reasons. We do feel that the questions are vital, the points 
are interesting to all concerned in them. It’s up to the individual members of the 
Bar to take such action as they see fit, or through perhaps local Bar associations in the 
matter of submitting briefs as amicus curae and the like. 

So that is going to be our recommendation of the Committee to the members of the 
Bar, to take no action for the reasons stated, and that it be left up to the individual 
members of the Bar, or through their local Bar association, to take such action as 
they see fit, and I so move the Association at this time. 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: Do I hear a second? (Seconded) Is there any discussion? 

MEMBER: I would like to ask one question. Why do they propose that a local 
association take action, when the State association has recommended not to take any? 

PRESIDENT-ELECT Lanc: Would you care to answer that, Mr. Snyder? 

Mr. SNYDER: We don’t recommend that you take any action. Such action as you 
desire, that’s up to you, through your local Bar and we don’t feel we have anything 
to do with that. We are not recommending that the Bar take any action as such, 
we are talking about the Committee. We were invited as a committee to file a brief 
as an amicus curae, I'll tell you that. We didn’t feel that was our function, under 
the circumstances. If the Bar here wants to take any action, that’s up to you. We make 
no recommendation either way. Does that answer your question? It is an interesting 
question and there has been a lot said on both sides, of course, and anybody who wants 
to talk about it at this time, I think now would be the time to do it. 

Mr. Raynoitps (Emporia): Mr. Snyder, I think it would be rather improper for 
us to discuss it at any length here in the presence of judges, since this case is pending 
on rehearing in the Supreme Court, Riggs v. Snell. Our Secretary, John Shuart sent 
out some time ago mimeographed copies of the opinion, with a letter to the presidents 
of local Bar associations, but I am sure if I were sitting on the Court, and I see 
our good friends Justice Wertz and Justice Fatzer and Justice Robb here, and it 
seems to me it would be improper, even if some wish to talk about it, it would appear 
in the form of an argument to the Court, which would be highly improper. Now, 
if it were a closed matter, but since the Court has it before it, a motion by the appellant 
for rehearing, and the Court has stated that it hasn’t taken up that motion yet, 
and anything that might be said—it is true, one of the associations, and I happen 
to only be a delegated chairman, so to speak, of the Lyon County Bar Association, 
and the judges here are probably not aware that last night or this morning, a brief 
was filed with the Clerk on behalf of our association, as amicus curae, with the 20 
names of the Bar Association signed to it. That will have to speak for itself. An 
attempt to say something about it here, I just have a feeling if I were in the position 
of these Justices, I might feel it was a bit impertinent, a bit improper for any of us, 
whether on the Title Standards Committee, or whether as individuals at this meeting, 
in their presence, to present argument one way or another, that it would be with 
much temerity that I would presume to say any more than the Lyon County Bar 
Association has extra copies of our brief (Laughter), but I just say in deference to the 
members of the Court here. 

I might say that the Committee was fair enough and did ask, and I'll pass the 
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buck back to Mr. Snyder, the Committee did ask, the Executive Committee of the 
Bar, requested a representative of our Bar appear before them and discuss and 
present the matter, which has been done, and we concur in the proposition that has 
been stated by Mr. Snyder as the recommendation of the committee. We think that’s 
correct; but I personally feel, speaking on behalf of our association, we feel it would 
be improper before members of the Court here. I wouldn’t want to ask them to leave. 

PRESIDENT-ELECT LANG: Mr. Raynolds, I think your point is well taken. 

Mr. RayNnoups: I move we vote on the previous question without further discussion. 

PRESIDENT-ELECT LANG: The question has been called for, I think, Mr. Lillard. 
Everybody in favor of the motion say aye. Contrary the same sign. (Motion carried.) 
(Applause)

PRESIDENT-ELECT LANG: Gentlemen, your attention please. Let us start and bring 
this last General Assembly to a conclusion. I think one matter that is to be taken up 
at this time is the report on the Code of Civil Procedure by Senator Glee Smith of 
Larned. Would you like to make that report now, please sir? 


REVISION OF CODE OF CIVIL PROCEDURE* 


Mr. Giee SmitrH (Larned): Mr. President, Members of the Bar Association, the 
Sub-Committee [of the Committee on Improvement of Laws and Procedures] on 
Revision of the Civil Code is able this year to report a degree of success, which I 
understand is an unusual report for this committee. I was also chairman of it last year, 
and it is certainly different than our report last year. At that time we had to make 
the usual report that we had made an attempt. We had a bill introduced in the 
Legislature to establish a commission for revision of the Code of Civil Procedure, and 
there was some opposition among members of the Bar. The bill was not passed and 
the commission wasn’t established. This year, at the October meeting, our sub- 
committee, and the committee with Judge Spencer Gard as chairman, took a little 
different approach on the matter and decided that probably part of our trouble in 
getting a commission established to consider and propose a revision of the Civil 
Code came about in connection with the establishment of the commission itself, 
and that if we would work through the Judicial Council and increase their budget 
through a legislative appropriation in an amount sufficient to enable the Judicial Council 
to carry on the preparation and drafting of this revision of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
we would be more than likely to meet with success. So our committee in October 
adopted that approach. Representatives of our committee met with the Judicial Council 
and the Legislative Council in the late fall last year and proposed this matter to them. 
The Judicial Council and Legislative Council were both receptive so a bill was 
introduced in the session of the Legislature this year in the budget session and $15,000 
additional money was added into the budget of the Judicial Council, and that body 
through a selected committee has already undertaken the proposition of the revision 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, so we are under way getting the material in order 
to be able at the next general session of the Legislature to introduce such measures as 
the Judicial Council finds advisable after this research and preparation. 


® A later report on the progress of this study commences on page 1 of this issue. 
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I want to mention in particular the Judicial Council has employed Earl Hatcher 
of Topeka as draftsman and reporter of this special committee. The members of the 
committee are Judge Gard, Emmett Blaes of Wichita, Raymond Rice of Lawrence, A. K. 
Stavely of Lyndon, George Templar of Arkansas City and Leonard Thomas of Kansas 
City. We want to ask particularly those of you who have suggestions for changes 
in the code of Civil Procedure, changes in the matter of making an entirely new code, 
or portions that you think should be included in a revision, your ideas as to the rules 
that should be enacted in the law, and the portion that should be left to the matter 
of rule making by the Supreme Court, which seems to be one of the big points in 
issue, as to the exact amount or proportion that should be in the nature of rules and 
the amount that should be in the nature of legislative enactment. If you would make 
those suggestions as soon as possible in writing to Earl Hatcher, First National Bank 
Building, Topeka, who is the reporter-draftsman for this committee of the Judicial 
Council, we would appreciate it very much. Earl mentioned to me yesterday, and 
Judge Gard had mentioned to me the day before also that these suggestions should 
be made as soon as possible, with the idea in mind, of course, that there is going to 
have to be a great deal of compromise to effect a result that will meet with the approval 
of the majority. Many of us have definite ideas about things that should or should not 
be included, whether we should have an entirely new code, whether we should 
adopt a code similar to the Federal Rules, and many other ideas, and all of them will 
be worked out in an attempt to arrive at the best possible, most workable Code of 
Civil Procedure. So keep in mind that your suggestions should go to Earl Hatcher 
or to Judge Spencer Gard, Iola, just as soon as possible. 

I am very happy to be able to make this report today on that favorable note that 
we have something under way. Last year when I told you about our attempt in the 
1959 session, and our failure to achieve any direction results at that time, I really 
felt it would be a matter of two or three years before we reached the point at which 
we are now, where we have the matter under way, and I am glad to be able to 
report that success, and I hope you will advise other lawyers of your acquaintance 
that they should get their suggestions in right away, because the matter is under way. 
[Note: The other members of the Sub-Committee were Art Turner, Newton; Walter G. 
Thiele, Topeka; Earl Hatcher, Topeka; and A. K. Stavely, Lyndon.]

CHAIRMAN THoMas: The Resolutions Committee, consisting of Leonard O. Thomas, 
Kansas City, James E. Taylor, Sharon Springs, and John E. Shamberg, Kansas City, 
submits the following resolutions. 


RESOLUTION NO. 1 


Wuereas, The incidence of issuance of policies of title insurance by Title Insurance 
Companies is increasing at an ever-expanding rate, and 

Wuereas, It would appear that unless positive action is taken by the Bar Association 
the present system of abstracts and legal advice by attorneys will be replaced by the 
services of a Title Insurance Company, resulting ultimately in increased costs to 
the public as well as the loss of benefit of legal consultation, and 

Wuereas, It would appear that it may be advisable to form, on a statewide basis, 
a lawyers’ guaranty fund similar to organizations in various other states for the purposes 
of issuance of guaranty policies. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the Executive Council of the 
Kansas Bar Association appoint a committee to consider and report to the membership 
at the midyear meeting of the State Bar Association the advisability of the formation 
of a “Lawyers’ Guaranty Fund” similar to organizations of lawyers in various other 
states for the purposes of the issuance of policies of title insurance throughout the 
State of Kansas.

RESOLUTION NO. 2 


Wuereas, The Bar Association of the State of Kansas has in past years taken action 
endorsing legislation pending in Congress relative to income tax deductions for con- 
tributions by self-employed persons to Retirement Pension Plans, and 

Wuereas, The House last year passed H.R. 10, which would permit a self-employed 
person to defer income tax each year on a portion of his own income paid in volun- 
tarily to a Retirement Fund or as premiums on an insurance policy with retirement 
features, and 

Wuereas, The Treasury Department recognizing that present law does not give 
self-employed persons tax treatment for their retirement savings comparable to that 
now accorded to employees covered by employer financed Pension Plans has submitted 
to the Senate Finance Committee a plan as an alternative to H.R. 10, and 

Wuereas, The alternative plan of the Treasury Department would permit a self- 
employed person to obtain tax deductions on amounts set aside for his own retirement 
by the establishment of a qualified Pension Plan meeting the present requirements of 
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the Internal Revenue Code as to nondiscrimination in benefits and coverage for his 
employees with special provisions limiting the deduction for self-employed persons 
without employees, and 

Wuereas, Certain provisions of the alternative plan of the Treasury Department are 
objectionable, and 

Wuereas, This Association recommends the passage of H.R. 10 as passed by the 
House: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the Bar Association of the State of 
Kansas requests and petitions the distinguished Senators from Kansas to use their 
good offices to the end that H.R. 10 will be reported out of committee and to the 
floor of the Senate by the Finance Committee and that a copy of this resolution, 
signed by the President and attested by the Secretary, be sent to each of the dis- 
tinguished Kansas Senators and to the members of the Senate Finance Committee.

Then, too, as a member of a young man’s team, he 
enjoys an association with other young men of high caliber who share a fresh and 
vigorous approach to their work. Finally, he enjoys an exhilarating life filled with 
opportunities for exciting foreign travel, ideally balanced between work and play. 

Here are some of the many challenging fields of law in which Air Force lawyers 
engage: 

Military Justice. In this field of law, Air Force lawyers act as prosecution or defense 
attorneys at both trial and appellate levels. Outstanding Air Force lawyers are selected 
for duties as law officers whose duties are similar to those of a federal judge. 

Procurement. Air Force lawyers participate in government procurement involving 
literally billions of dollars. They review procurement actions for legal sufficiency, 
assist in drafting contracts, advise purchasing and contracting officers, and try cases 
before the Armed Forces Board of Contract Appeals. 

Foreign Law. Overseas, in addition to normal legal duties, Air Force lawyers engage 
in leasing real estate for our government, protecting the United States in tax matters 
and safeguarding the constitutional rights of service personnel who are accused of 
crimes, and are to be tried by a foreign court. Air Force lawyers are also called upon 
to participate in negotiations and the drafting of agreements between the United States 
and foreign nations. 

Claims. The Air Force lawyer has primary responsibility in the investigation, 
adjudication, and settlement of claims for damages arising out of Air Force activities. 

Tax and Litigation. This field includes such matters as bankruptcy, receivership, 
labor, taxation, admiralty, employees’ compensation, torts, personnel claims, and 
aviation easements. 

Patents. Judge Advocates represent the Air Force before the U.S. Patent Office 
in all matters concerning patents, trademarks, and copyrights. They also assist the 
State Department in its dealings with eight foreign nations with which the United 
States has entered patent-exchange agreements. 

Military Affairs. Air Force lawyers counsel the Air Staff and subordinate com- 
manders on the scope and limits of the authority of their offices. They also draft all 
legislation emanating from the Air Force. 

Legal Assistance. Every commander must provide legal assistance services to mem- 
bers of his command, their dependents, and members of other services where necessary. 
In this area, Air Force lawyers handle domestic relations problems, wills, taxation, 
contracts, etc. ; 

Special Activities. These include legal research, writing and publishing legal courses 
for the Air Force Extension Course Institute, preparing law manuals, pamphlets, 


and Air Force regulations. 
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Advisory Capacity. Judge Advocates in the Air Force are often called upon by 
commanders for advice of a general nature involving local policies, public relations, 
personnel, and other facets of the staff executive function. 

A Kansas Lawyer May Qualify If He: 

a. is in reasonably sound physical health. 

b. is a graduate of an accredited law school. 

c. is a member of the State Bar of Kansas. 

A graduate of an accredited law school may apply for an appointment prior to 
admission to the bar, however he will not be tendered an appointment until documentary 
evidence has been submitted showing admission to the bar.
